OTTAWA (CW) — A lent* 
tive settlement has been 
reached in the jtfspute be 
tween letter carriers and the 
federal government. 

Mail delivery is normal 
today after more than 11 
hours Of Negotiations between 
the 19.000-member Letter 
Carriers Union of Canada 
and officials of the federal 
treasury board 
A memorandum of agree 
ment was signed early 
today 

The talks were conducted 
with acting labor minister 
Andre Ouellet assuming the 
role of the go-between for the 
negotiators on either side of 
the dispute 

Ouellet said details of the 
settlement would be kept se¬ 
cret until all union members 
had a chance to see it. How 
ever, he said both parties 
compromised during the 
CfVfBB of the talks. 

"As a result, we can say a 
responsible settlement has 
been achieved . In the best 
interests of the Canadian 
public " 

Union president Robert 
McGarry said the union's 
bargaining committee was 
unanimously in favor of the 
tentative agreement 
McGarry said the settle¬ 
ment was "as good as we 
could achieve under the cir¬ 
cumstances. " 
lie thanked Ouellel for gel 
ting both sides talking again. 


He also told reporters that 
details of the tentative paet 
would be kept quiet until they 
had been communicated to 
the members.

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Dollar sags but rumors 
lift hopes for an upturn 


MONTREAL (CP) — Rumors of a 
major tale of Alberta natural gas to the 
United States sparked last-minute en¬ 
thusiasm for the Canadian dollar on 
international money markets Tuesday. 

Although it closed below the 85-cent 
U.S. level on he inter bank wholesale 
market in Toronto, traders reported 
It was gaining strength In late dealing 
on east coast markets. 

“Right now, Canada is trading in 
rumors,” one excited senior trader said. 
“If they're true, it will be back above 85 
cents” today. 

The rumors began circulating about 
15 minutes before the closing of Toronto 
money markets, the hub of interna¬ 
tional dollar trading. Analysts have said 
an increase in natural gas imports to the 
U.S. could increase capital Inflow to 
Canada that would strengthen the dol 
iar. 

Tuesday's Toronto close of 84.97 cents 
was the first time since May, 1933, that 
the dollar has closed below 85 cents 


against its American counterpart. 

Before the rumors began, it was being 
dealt near the 85.90-cent margin, slip 
ping from Monday’s closing rate of 85J2 . 
cents amid a wave of selling on Far 
East markets. 

But the downward pressure was op^ 
posed by some commercial demand for 
the dollar in New York. 

The recent slide of the dollar, which 
has not had a significant recovery In 
nine days, has been attributed by for¬ 
eign exchange dealers to last week's 
decision by the U.S. federal reserve 
board to up Its discount rate to eight 
per cent from 7ft per cent. 

They say the increase makes Can¬ 
ada’s comparative Bank of Canada 
bank rate of nine per cent less com¬ 
petitive for currency investors. 

A month ago the dollar was trading 
near the 87-cent level, in May, 1933, the 
dollar was worth 86.77 cents, while the 
record low of 80.08 cents was set In 
December, 1931.

SEATTLE (CP) - A three- 
judge federal panel has 
struck down portions of 
Washington state law ban¬ 
ning giant oil tankers from 
Puget Sound. 

The United States Supreme 
Court ruled parts of the law 
Illegal in March but ordered a 
federal panel here to devise a 
final order. 

The latest court ruling 
quashed provisions of state 
law that would prohibit all oil 
tankers over 123,000 dead¬ 
weight tons from entering 
Puget Sound and require 
those between between 40,000 
and 123,000 deadweight tons 
to have spill-preventing de-

He urged the assembly to 
support Canada's call for ac 
tion before the UN Cominis 
Mon on Human Rights in 
Geneva. Based on interviews 
with Cambodian refugees in 
Thailand and information 
from other sources, Canada 
reported that Khmer Rouge 
troops systematically beat 
people to death in a reign of 
terror.

As for Namibia, an Interna 
tionally acceptable settle¬ 
ment “could still be within 
our grasp," Jamieson said. 

“But to make the most 
cherished hopes of millions 
come true will require wis¬ 
dom. patience, fortitude and 
restraint in the weeks and 
months ahead.” 

Five Western foreign min¬ 
isters, including Jamieson, 
will seek a UN Security 
Council meeting later this 
week to approve the UN plan 
outlined in Secretary-Gen 
eral Kurt Waldheim’s report 
calling for 7,500 troops. 1.200 
civilians and 350 police to 
monitor Namibia’s transition 
to Independence in free elec¬ 
tions. 

Canada was dismayed and 
shocked by South Africa's 
rejection of the UN plan and 
its decision to proceed with 
unilateral elections in the 
territory. 


In dealing with UN opera 
tions in general, Jamieson 
was more conciliatory than a 
year ago when he criticized 
the effectiveness of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

This time. Jamieson said 
Canada regarded the UN as 
a vital and essential world 
forum which serves impor¬ 
tant global Issues. 

However, the UN should be 
careful to arrange its agenda 
“so that we concentrate on 
the major purposes of the 
UN, and not on the headlines 
of the moment” 

On other subjects, Jamie¬ 
son said: 

Rhodesia—An early meet¬ 
ing of all parties is essen¬ 
tial if there is to be any hope 
of ending the guerrilla war 
on the basis of the Anglo- 
American proposal, leading 
to a general settlement. Can¬ 
ada would be willing to offer 
appropriate assistance if the 
Anglo-American plan was ac¬

SAN DlfcOO. Calif. (AP)— 
A second small plane may 
have confused the pilot of a 
Pacific Southwest Airlines 
jetliner that collided with a 
single-engined Cessna killing 
at least 150 persons, a U.8. 
government safely expert 
said Tuesday. 

Phillip Hogue, supervising 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board investigation of 
the worst air crash in t.S. 
history', said the jetliner and 
a twin-engined Cessna had 
been cleared for landing on 
the same runway at Lind¬ 
bergh Field 

Hogue said the PSA pilot 
had acknowledged an air 
traffic control warning of an¬ 
other plane near the 727 but 
may not have notieed the sin¬ 
gle-engined Cessna 172 which 
collided with the crowded jet¬ 
liner. 

'‘Listening to tpe tower 
(tape recording), it’s ap¬ 
parent that the twin engine 
plane was making its ap¬ 
proach.” Hogue said. "They 
had made their approach be¬ 
fore the single-engine one. 
The pilot said. ‘They passed.' 
but we’re unsure what plane 
he was referring to. * The 
(PSA) pilot probably was 
confused ”

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pilot confused? 


ordings may mean the PSA 
pilot, a 17-year aviation vet¬ 
eran. was aware of the twin- 
engined Cessna but did not 
see the single-engined plane. 

He said investigators were 
trying to identify the pilot of 
the twin-engined plane, 
which appears to have landed 
safely. 

Hogue said the cockpit and 


tower tapes will be analysed 
by investigators in Washing¬ 
ton.

A referendum 
won’t settle it 

SAANICH MAYOR Mel Couvelier is proposing a 
radical solution to what he sees as a critical 
problem on his council. 

The problem is that aldermen are bitterly 
and evenly split on the question of develop 
ing an industrial park near Royal Oak The 
issue, although defeated half a year ago, will not 
go away. The division has generated a lot of 
bitchiness which is spilling over other business, 
impeding council affairs. So the mayor thinks 
and he sees no end to it. 

For Couvelier, who believes one of his major 
obligations is getting this council pulling more 
effectively together, the question is: what to do to 
remove this festering thorn? 

He hud hoped that an alternate industrial 
park site on Interurban Road would win a clear- 
cut council majority. Quite the reverse. The 
proposal got shelled by all the aldermen earlier 
this month. 

Mayor Couvelier is convinced the Royal 
Oa^ and Interurban locations are the only two 
practical options in Saanich. With council hope 
lessly divided. Couvelier’s suggestion is; let the 
people decide. 

So there may bo a three-part referendum 
question for residents on election day in Novem¬ 
ber asking them to choose between indust¬ 
rial concentration at Royal Oak. on Inter 
urban or no such concentration at all in Saan 
ich. 

The referendum is a radical proposal, be 
cause the mayor believes council Is elected to 
deal with such questions, to debate them and 
arrive at answers. Only .because he sees the 
council split as intractable is he suggesting this 
route. But other factors make a referendum 
hazardous. How do you phrase the question so it 
is both crystal dear and allows for a variety of 
views, for example, people who might favor 
industrial development at both Royal Oak and 
Interurban sites? 

Should the views of residents adjoining the 
sites in question, who obviously have more at 
stake, be given additional weight? If so, how? If 
a serv iced industrial park attracted more Indus 
try to Saanich, it should lower residential 
property taxes — so it seems likely that resi¬ 
dents distant from the two sites will favor either 
or both of them. They have little to lose and 
something to gain. _ 

The mayor says that if council folds before 
neighborhood opposition to development propos 
als every time, as is the trend, then It loses 
control over how development is going to take 
place in the community. True enough. 

But when all is said and done, a referendum 
just isn't going to settle the question by any 
clearer margin. No matter how it is done, it 
will be challenged by those opposed to whatever 
results it produces. A referendum simply will 
start the merry-go-round on another unhappy 
circle. 


A deadly game 

THE WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION had 
conducted successfully a 10-year campaign to 
wipe out one<of the worst plagues of mankind, 
smallpox. 

The last person anywhere to come down with 
the disease was Ali Maow Maaline, a cook in 
Somalia. 

All developed smallpox last October and 
then recovered without passiifg the infection 
along to anyone else. 

Those in charge of the global anti-smallpox 
drive said All would be the last person ever to 
contract smallpox. It was just a matter of 
waiting two years so that it could be stated 
definitely that the centuries-old battle had been 
won. 

Then came distressing news of the death 
in England of a medical photographer. Janet 
Parker, who was infected by smallpox at a mi¬ 
crobiology laboratory in Birmingham. A few 
days later her mother came down with the 
disease. 

Health officials immediately set about to 
contain any possible spread of the infection, 
checking and clearing some 200 persons with 
whom the victims had been in contact and 
placing 40 In isolation with dally checks for 
symptoms. 

One result is that many nations are now 
requiring vaccination certificates from Britons 
entering their countries. 

One wonders, with the dreaded disease so 
near eradication, about the necessity for stock¬ 
ing the live virus In laboratories.

J OH A N N ESBU R(i— The problem* of 
southern Africa and the future of hi* 
apartheid state weighed more heavily 
on John Vorster this year than at any 
lime since he took over as South Afri¬ 
ca's prime minister in 1966. 

The crumbling of the rebel white re¬ 
gime in Rhodesia and United Nations 
pressures to agree to an internationaliy 
acceptable solution in South West Africa 
(Namibia) took up much of the time of a 
man already plagued by bad health, 
suffering from low blood pressure and 
diabetes. 

But buoyed by an overwhelming vic¬ 
tory in the November, 1977. general 
election, when his national party won a 
record 134 seats In the 165-seat lower 
house of assembly, he reinforced South 
Africa’s opposition to “foreign interfer 
ence" in its affairs and launched light 
ning military raids Into Angola and 
Zambia to take out the bases of the 
South West Africa Peoples Organiza¬ 
tion. guerrillas attacking into Namibia. 

Overseas criticism of South Africa 
increased from October 1977 when the 
Vorster government purged opponents 
of its policy of apartheid, banned 18 



mainly black organizations, closed two 
black new spapers and jailed or detained 
clitics of apartheid.

Austerity moves slice deep 
as Norway wallows in debt 


STOCKHOLM - Norway, 
rich in oil but crippled by 
debt, faces a bleak winter of 
slipping living standards 

f irobably accompanied by 
abor and political unrest 
Norwegians have known 
for at least a year that their 
buying spree, based on the 
promise of future oil profits, 
was plunging the country’ into 
the red and had to stop. 

But only a few top officials 
in government and the trade 
unions knew that Premier 
Odvar Noroli’s austerity 
package announced this 
month would cut so deeply or 
last so long. 

The Norwegian prime min 
ister, whose government 
squeaked back Into power by 
one seat in the 155-seat Stort 
ing (parliament) last Sep¬ 
tember. announced measures 
which have been described in 
Oslo as the toughest since 
1945. 

They include, above all. a 
freeze on wages and prices 
until 1980 which, according to 
first estimates, will push 
Norway's living standards 
back to the 1975level. 

Even worse. Premier 
Nordll suspended next year’s 
pay increases, already 
agreed with labor and indus¬ 
try 

Inflation which now has 
slid from nine per cent to just 
below eight per cent will- 
probably soar to 12 per cent 
next year mainly because of 
dearer Imports, Noroll 
added. 

While trade union leaders 
accepted the crisis measures 
at necessary to try and main¬ 
tain full employment, most 
commentators expect anger 
among the rank and file and 
sharp criticism in parliament 
when It reassembles next 
month. 

Premier Nordli considered 
the situation so critical that

he implemented the mea¬ 
sures immediately through a 
special decree. A bill will be 
put before the Storting Oct. 
1. 

The immediate cause of 
Norway’s latest bout of belt- 
tightening is a drop in oil 
revenues this year of some 
$3.2 billion, a widening gap in 
foreign trade and the growing 
weakness of Norwegian in¬ 
dustry’s ability to compete in 
world markets. 

But the economic storm 
has been gathering force for 
years as the country’s four 
million people embarked on a 
policy of full employment at 
all costs, while most of the 
outside world slumped into 
the worst recession since the 
1930s. 

According to Oslo econo¬ 
mists, the national foreign 
debt next year will top $20 
billion and may well go to $25 
billion before the crisis mea 
sures begin to bite. 

The myth of sudden oil 
prosperity which rose in Nor¬ 
way in the early 1970s like a 
mirage has been brutally dis¬ 
pelled by a combination of 
events. 

Estimates of oil output, ai 
first based on optimistic as¬ 
sumptions by foreign oil com¬ 
panies given licences to stari 
drilling in the North Sea. 
were too high. 

Instead of an oil output in 
the early 1980s of 90 million 
metric tons, estimates have 
been pared down to 00 and 
more recently to 50 million. 

People with homes to mort 
gage found that, with sharp 
inflationary Increases their 
dwellings doubled In value 
and they could get constantly 
rising bank loans and cred¬ 
its. 

When a Norwegian picks up 
a financial windfall nd often 


turns to trading in his boat for 
a bigger one or his weekend 
cottage for something bet¬ 
ter 

Thousands did this. Others 
traded in their Volkswagen 
for a Mercedes or a Volvo, or 
moved to a bigger home 

Families went on a shop¬ 
ping spree and Imports flood¬ 
ed in, worsening the trade 
deficit and fuelling inflation. 

To make matters easier. 
Norway’s credit rating in a 
Europe awash with Euro- and 
petro-dollars was high and 
remains good today. 

“We had people queuing up 
to lend us more money.“ an 
Oslo economist stated. 

On the political front, espe¬ 
cially just before an election, 
the will to call a halt sooner 
rather than later was lack¬ 
ing. 

As one official of the Nor¬ 
wegian Industry Federation 
put it: “The political and so¬ 
cial will was just not there. 
Workers were getting more 
money and this was popular. 
Companies who might have 
gone bust otherwise were 
getting government cash to 
keep on workers, to produce 
goods they couldn't sell — 
and this was popular. 

“It's popular to be popu¬ 
lar.’'

test, including imposition of a manda¬ 
tory arms embargo on South Africa by 
the United Nations, continued after the 
inquest on black leader Steve Biko, who 
died in police detention, produced evi¬ 
dence that he had been kept naked 
in a prison cell and manacled hand and 
foot during interrogation. 

Still Vorster pressed on with his plans^ 
to give independence to black home 
lands ( Bantustans), although the rest of 
the world saw this policy only as en¬ 
trenchment of apartheid. He presided 
over abolition of most of the remnants of 
job reservation laws which barred 
blacks from certain occupations, 
planned to replace the hated passbooks 
which blacks are forced to carry and 
prepared a new constitution with sepa 
rate but equal parliaments for the dis- 
enfranchized colored (mixed race) and 
Asian communities along with whites. 

The burly, unsmiling leader who 
worked on the problem of his country ’s 
isolation with fervor after he became 
premier following the assassination of 
Hendrik Verwoerd in September. 1966, 
saw that events were crowding in on 


South Africa. But he was unable to fulfill 
his promise to bring about change in 
South Africa before ill health caught up*, 
with him and last week Vorster an 
nounced his retirement. 

Balthazar Johannes (John) Vorster 
was bom Dec. 13. 1915, at Jamestown, 
Cape Province, the son of a farmer 
of Afrikaner stock—descendants of the 
17th century Dutch settlers 
He was graduated with a law degree 
from Stellenbosch University, and 
began his career as a lawyer in Cape 
Province. During The Second World 
War he was a senior officer in the 
Ossewa Brandwag. a para military 
Afrikaans organization which sympath¬ 
ized with Nazi Germany 
Interned from September 1942 to Feb 
ruary 1944 for his pro-German and anti 
British views, he sought a seat in 
parliament in 1945 but wa* defeated. He 
entered parliament in 1953 as a member 
for Nigel, a Transvaal constituency. 

He says now he still wants to serve 
South Africa, but will not offer his name 
for election as president, as many of his 
countrymen had hoped.

WASHINGTON (CP) — The Washington Star says a 
combination of political and economic considerations 
were Involved In Prime Minister Trudeau’s decision to 
postpone a Canadian general election until spring. 

In an editorial with the headline Canada Walts, the 
newspaper says recent polls show the Liberals do not 
have a large enough lead over the Progressive Conserv a 
lives to retain a clear majority in a fall election. 

It says the government needs time to win public uc 
ccptance of Trudeau's recent-announced “dramatic 
change of economic approach, toward a smaller govern 
ment role In the economy and tighter public ex¬ 
penditures." 

“This contrasts sharply with Mr. Trudeau's previous 
resignation to greater state authority In the lives of Cana 
dlans,” the newspaper notes. ’The switch was attributed 
in part to the Influence of West German Chancellor (Hel 
mut) tkhmldt during talks following the Bonn economic 
summit." 

The newspaper suggests that over the next few months 
Trudeau's “favored role of national unifier (or savior) 
could come to the fore again with a re-emphasis on the 
threat of Quebec separatism," 

It warns, however, that “measures aimed at disarm¬ 
ing the separatist cause," such as promoting billnguu 
lism. “tend to lead to disaffection in the Fnglish-speuk 
Ing areas." 

The editorial concludes by saying that 15 by elect ions to 
be held next month will provide a good indication of 
“how these Issnes are cutting."

Under the heading Answers 
offered on hysterectomy by 
your reporter Nancy Brown, 
attention is drawn to some of 
the problems associated with 
this operation. In that educa 
lion is always Useful and 
helpful, the service by the 
Victoria Mental Health Ass., 
ciation is to be encouraged 

However* one hopes that 
the answers which it provides 
will be more accurate than 
the information given in vour 
article According to this. 
Ralph Nadar notes a death 
vote for hysterectomy of one 
in every thousand (he is ap¬ 
proximately correct) and 
then follows this with the 
statement: a higher death 
rate than the one out of every 
ten thousand who die from 
uterine or cervical cancer." 
This is absurd: according to 
currently available statistics 
almost three per cent of 
women will develop cervical 
cancer in an average life 
time, and a slightly smaller 
number uterine (ends metri¬ 
cal) cancer. 

Even if 80 per cent of these 
women are cured, the death 
rate from cancer of the uter¬ 
us and cervix will still be 10 
times the death rate from 
hysterectomy. 

Your reporter also attrib¬ 
ute a levelling-off of the 
number of hysterectomies in 
\ i. toria tn a hospital com- 
mittee which considers each 
hysterectomy before gi"ng a 
go-ahead." I have practised 
gynecology in this city for 
many years and can assure 
you that no such commit 
tee exists. Both major hospi 
tals do have committees 
which review the work which 
has been done in the hospital, 
whose ta->k is to ensure that 
no utine< eessary surgery 
goes on. and thus protects the 
public Any unscrupulous 
surgeon w ho performed need¬ 


less hysterectomies (or any 
other operations for that 
matter) would very soon be 
in trouble. 

Doctors should certainly be 
prepared and willing to take 
time to discuss proposed sur¬ 
gery ’vith their patients. Any¬ 
one who is dissatisfied with 
the information given should 
not hesitate to find another 
surgeon in whom she has 
more confidence.

In a recent edition of the Colonist, one of 
your correspondents lamented the granting 
of a contract to an Alberta firm that offered 
a lower bid for some work required by the 
provincial government. ' 

The comments I am making through 
your newspaper may not win a resounding 
popular acclaim, but they may encourage 
British Columbia workers to “think it 
over." 

It is well-known and widely-publicized 
that Alberta is attractive to businesses and 
industries because it has lower provincial 
income tax, no sales tax and in general, 
lower w ages and less labor unrest. 

If our province would adopt a com par 
able system, it will soon achieve a better 
economic situation to the advantage of all. 

It seems that to demand of the working 
class a more realistic approach to negotia¬ 
tions resulting in moderate earning in¬ 
creases is to impose on this working class 
the burden of sacrifices. In reality, the 
opposite is true. 

If, for example, men engaged in con¬ 
struction receive only a six per cent in¬ 
crease. they will not suffer any setback if 
electricians, plumbers, store clerks and so 
on do the same. The construction worker 
will soon find out that the cost of goods and 
services he needs allows him to keep more, 
not less money out of his paycheque He will 
also save in contributions to pension plans, 
unemployment insurance and taxes His 
food basket will be less expensive also. 


The standard of living of Alberta work¬ 
ers is not lower than that of their counter 
parts in our province, and the standards of 
living of people on fixed incomes is higher 
among our neighbors. v 

A big cheque for an hypothetical $1,500 a 
month is big “on paper" but it doesn’t go 
as far as a cheque for $1,200 in Alberta 
Unless this is clearly understood, job 
opportunities will not substantially increase 
in B.C. because businesses and industries 
will settle in areas where the economic- 
prospects are more favorable. Retired peo 
pie with personal savings and not dependent 
on social assistance will relocate elsewhere 
where their dollars go a few steps further. 
And this will leave unsold homes and con¬ 
dominiums, vacancies in apartment build 
ings and less demands for goods and ser- 
vttvt which provide jobs for many people 
and help to keep prices at a reasonable 
level. 

We do not need a degree in economic 
sciences, we do not need the experience of 
heads of financial institutions to reach the 
conclusion that extremely high wage de¬ 
mands do not benefit anybody and they are 
more a hinderance than a help in creating 
true prosperity. In maintaining a high level 
of employment, with a chance of stability in 
a restless society.

tty," the bank said. 

"Thif supports the gen 
eraily widespread reali¬ 
zation that erosion of per 
sonal income on account 
of inflation will most 
likely continue into 1979. 
constraining the growth 
of retail sales and result¬ 
ing in only modest eco¬ 
nomic growth over all." 

The bank said its fore¬ 
cast is based partly on 
slow-er economic expan¬ 
sion in the United Stales 
and announced reduc 
lions in Mural govern 
ment spending in Can¬ 
ada.

ORLANDO, Fla. (UPl)-A 
federal judge this week sen¬ 
tenced a national real estate 
figure to seven years in pris¬ 
on for carrying out what 
prosecutors called the “big : 
gest Florida land fraud in 
years.” 

Frank Carcaise of Boca 
Raton was convicted Aug. 9 
on 35 counts of mail fraud and 
one count of conspiracy for 
bilking more than 550 Florida 
land investors of $$.2 mil¬ 
lion. 

Judge John Reed also im¬ 
posed a six-month sentence 
on R. William Habel, a Car¬ 
caise accomplice and a for¬ 
mer aide to Rep. Allen Howe, 
Utah Republican. Habel was 
convicted of 15 counts of mail 
fraud and one count of coo 
spiracy.,v 

David Addis, head of the 
justice department’s lar 
fraud unit, said many of the 
victims were elderly or dis¬ 
abled and ’lost their life sav¬ 
ings.” 

* In a petition to the court, 
Addis had urged that Car¬ 
caise, first chairman of the 
Washington-based American 
Land Development Associa¬ 
tion. receive “a very sub¬ 
stantial jail sentence.” 

. V, 

That Carcaise was a 

• white-collar” criminal, the 
petition said, “only serves to 
underscore the calculated 
and premeditated nature of 
his crime.” 

“The sentencing of Car¬ 
caise offers this court a 
unique opportunity to demon¬ 
strate that crimes of this na¬ 
ture will be dealt with se¬ 
verely.” the petition said. 

Addis said Carcaise and 
Habel. through LTP Inc., 
“systematically swindled 
over 550 Florida residents” 
by giving them defective 
mortgages in return for in 
mUBenta averaging $10,C 
in an 850-acre development 
known as The Swallows, 
north of Orlando.

Quake

TABAS, Inn (CP)—Rah- 
matoulah Ghrani is back in 
the rubble which was once his 
hometown, living a night¬ 
mare which began when the 
earth shook 11 days ago. 

His wife. Fatima, and in¬ 
fant daughter were among 
10.000 killed in this town 650 
kilometres southeast of 
Tehran. In all, about 25,000 
were killed in the area, al- 
t hough there is no exact count 
of the dead. 

Ghrail spent several days 
in a Tjrttran hospital recu 
penting from a back injury 
and shock, and his story is 
one which puts a human di¬ 
mension on a tragedy of stag¬ 
gering proportions. 

“It was a warm night, very 
calm," he said through an 
interpreter. “We took a car¬ 
pet out on the porch so the 
baby could sleep." 

He said he ran into the gar¬ 
den when the tremors started 
and found his brother, who 
lived nearby. When the earth¬ 
quake hit at 7:96 p.m. Satur¬ 
day, Sept. 16. they were both 
thrown to the ground 

‘When we opened our eyes 
we saw only palm trees," 
Ghrani said. 

His mud and brick house 
bad crumpled around his wife 
and child and they were both 

killed. 

She was pounded and the 
baby’s braia was bashed out 
of its skull,” he said. The wife 
of the 22-year-old carpet 
ueavpr was 18. The baby was 
nine months. 

Housain Retail, 42. was la 
Tabas that day to register 
two children, a 16-year-old 
girl and a six-year-old boy, In 
school. His owa village a t 
Kalshoonea did not suffer as 
much from the earthquake as 
Tabas, but he was la the 
borne of a friend when the 
earthquake shattered the 
mud and clay brick struc¬ 
ture. 

He managed to climb out of 
the rubble, but his two chil¬ 
dren were dead. 

There were few miracles In 
Tabas following that fateful 
minute on Sept. 16. 

But Hoshem Dailri. a 45- 
\ ear-old farmer, believes 
that what happened to his 
family was a miracle. 

His wife and nine-year-old 
son were in the garden when 
the quake hit. and they were 
all buried under bricks and 
mortar. Daliri was thrown to 
the ground. When he re¬ 
gained conciousnesa be found 
a pickaxe. 

After 90 minutes of digging, 
be found his wife and son. The 
wife had a back injury The 
boy was unhurt. 

The last person found alive 
in Tabas was an elderly 
v, oman who was pulled from 
the rubble Sunday, eight days 
after the quake. She had 
managed to sustain herself 
on a single bottle of water. 

The destruction of Tabas is 
complete. The town is rubble, 
with some of the piles up to 
right metres high The stench 
of death is everywhere. 

Iranian doctors are treat¬ 
ing the injured and they are 
being hollaed by the Iranian 
equivalent of the Red Cross in 
a tent city of about 2.000. a 
mile from where the town 
once stood. 

The army Is helping in the 
search for bodies, and resi¬ 
dents continue to dig, looking 
for relatives or attempting to 
unearth possessions. 

"All my wealth, all my fur¬ 
niture, everything I have Is 
under the ground now," Da¬ 
liri said. 

Mohammed Mazmlm, a 
civil servant, was one of 
those digging Monday on the 
site of what was once three 
homes. He lost 20 relatives la 
the quake, including bis 
mother, his son. his brother 
and sister-in-law and their 
two children. 

Red-eyed and weary, he 
said he was attempting to 
work at his Job but. Hi his 
spare time, digging In the 
>caring heat In an effort to 
locate a few precious posses¬ 
sions. 

And as the digging con¬ 
tinues, so does the tragedy. 

Mshmood Hemahl. a hospi¬ 
tal worker and volunteer, 
was digging out a ball Sue 
day. He found a wedding 
party of 22 people, killed 
when the walls collapsed. 

Hsmahl said the bride aad 
groom, still in their bridal 
clothes, were dead In each 
other's arms. 

They art buried along with 
thousands of others in a 
makeshift cemetery near the 
town.

Library strata deal plan 
is biggest board obstacle

The campaign for new cen¬ 
tral library quarters in Vic¬ 
toria will have to overcome 
one of its biggest obstacles 
Friday. 

B.C. Building Corporation 
directors will decide at a 
meeting that day whether it's 
possible to sell space to the 
Greater Victoria Library, 
rather than lease it 

Directors will consider the 
strata title clause drawn up 
by Victoria *city solicitor 
Jakob de Villiers for the pur¬ 
chase of about 50,060 square 
feet of space in the new pro¬ 
vincial government building 
on Broughton. 

On that decision hangs the 
fate of the new central li¬ 
brary proposal. 


If BCBC rejects the propos 
al, renting the space will be 
the only option, but Esqui¬ 
mau council, one of the four 
partners of the library sys¬ 
tem. has made it clear that it 
doesn't want to enter into a 
rental agreement. It wants 
the space to be owned muni¬ 
cipally. rather than provin 
daily. 

If the building corporation 
agrees to the purchase pro¬ 
posal. the strata title clause 
will be in place, but the part 
ners don't necessarily have to 
exercise that option 

It will be a separate agree 
ment which could be enforced 
on any anniversary date of 
the signing of the main 
agreement 

That main agreement. 
Meanwhile, has been signed 


by BCBC, but the city of Vfc 
toria has been withholding its 
signature until the strata title 
question has been resolved. 

The city acts as the agent 
for the library board which 
can't hold property or lease it 
in its own name. 

Victoria Aid. Murray Gla 
zier told a library board 
meeting Tuesday that initial 
response from BCBC to the 
strata title proposal hadn't 
been very encouraging. 

He said a number of diffi 
cutties would have to be over¬ 
come to facilitate the pur 
chase of space in the 
building 

One problem was the ques 
tiOn of whether the library 
board would also accept re 
sponsibility for a certain 
number of the parking spaces 
under the building. 


ICBC granted approval 
for new claims centre 


The Inaurance Corporation of B.C. has 
been granted a development permit by 
Saanich for a new claims centre at Douglas 
and Kelvin Road. 

The permit was granted by council Mon 
day after the corporation agreed to pay $23. 
060 to upgrade services in the area 

Plans prepared by architects Allen and 
Ewing call for an 11.000-square-foot build 
ing. a covered three-lane inspection area 
and enclosed temporary storage area for six 
vehicles. 

The centre, to sen e the Greater Victoria 
area, will be built at the southern end of 
the three acres on Douglas Street owned by 
the corporation 

The northern two-thirds of the block, 
covering about 109,009 square feet, and the 


warehouse-office buildings on it are being 
advertised for sale by the corporation. 

The property Is between the Canadian 
National Railway tracks and Douglas and 
is bounded on the north by Ardersier Road 
and on the south by Kelvin 

In other business, council: 

• Agreed to call a public hearing to 
rezone an 8.413-squaro-foot lot on Houlihan 
Place from rural to permit construction of a 
single-family home. 

• Rejected a bid to have property on Lily 
Avenue rezoned to residential from A-l 
Rural zone 

• Called a public hearing on an applied 
lion to rezone land on (lone Terrace for an 
addition to a senior citizens housing 
project.

Charges of political ma¬ 
nipulation were levelled at 
the provincial cabinet Tues 
day following the release of 
two conflicting draft reports 
on the Cowichan estuary. 

Both reports were obtained 
by the Colonist, but have not 
been released to the public 

The first, prepared by the 
government's Cowichan Es¬ 
tuary Task Force and titled 
Executive Summary, takes a 
hard line against industrial 
development in the estuary 
and says fish stocks in the 
estuary may be declining 

The Executive Summary 
says it was "designed for 
submission to the Environ¬ 
ment and Land Use Commit 
tee and presents the major 
findings of the Cowichan Es¬ 
tuary Task Force 1978.” 

The second document, also 
prepared by the task force, Is 
a later draft plan dated Sep 
tember, 1978. It recommends 
that additional industrial and 
commercial development be 
permitted in the estuary 

The Executive Summary 
was prepared before the 
draft plan, task force chair 
man Bryan Gates confirmed 
Tuesday.. 

Sierra Club spokesman Bob 
Nixon said Tuesday the two 
reports are "clear written 
evidence of political manipu 
lation of the task force’s find 
ings by government and a 
rejection of factual evidence 
which called for no develop 
ment. It verifies our earlier 
assertion that the original 
findings (of the task force) 
were tampered with by cabi 
net.” 

The executive summary 
also recommends that the es¬ 
tuary' be divided into three 
zones: Restricted, Conser 
vancy and Assessment. 

It describes these zones as 
the follow ing: 

• Restricted Zone. “No 
further development is per 
mitted in the restricted zone 
This includes the majority of 
the intertidal area. Such a 
precautionary approach is 
recommended to protect fish¬ 
ery resources as fish stocks 
may be declining and im 
pacts on habitat are ap 
parent. Potential alternative 
sites for industry have been 
identified.'* 

• Conservancy Zone. "De¬ 
velopment within this area is 
limited to agriculture, recre¬ 
ation. wildlife habitat, tour 
ism (uses compatible with 
existing agricultural rapabi 
llties) . . .” 

• Assessment Zone. 
"Areas within this zone are 
open for possible develop 
ment This includes existing 
industrial sites, the proposed 
Doman channel area. West 
can and ON expansion and 
industrial lands between 
Westcan and Doman Indus¬ 
tries Ltd. Creation of this 
zone is recommended to meet 4 
the demands of Industry for 
space and continued eco¬ 
nomic efficiency, while im¬ 
posing minimal environmen¬ 
tal impacts on the estuary. 

Meanwhile, task force 
chairman Bryan Gates said

expand into the Restricted 
zone,” and defines the three 
zones as follows: 

• Restricted zone: Gen 
erally the approximately 875- 
acre area bounded on the east 
by the zero tideline and on the 
west by a line following the 
existing sea dykes and natu¬ 
ral river channels near thw 
present high tideline. No dc 
velopment or industrial use 
is permitted, with four spe¬ 
cific exceptions: 

(a) A well-defined access 
route from deepwater to the 
Doman Industries millpond 
<b) A log storage ^ite to 
accommodate flat-rafted logs 
to serve the Unman saw 
mill. 

(c) An expansion of the 
existing Canadian National 
dock faclirty at or below low 
tideline. 


(d) An expansion of the 
Westcan dryland storage fa 
cilily 

Although the zone is 
termed "restricted,” the 
plan also notes: "If is recog¬ 
nized that if the existing 
major industrial operations 
on the estuary (Doman In¬ 
dustries. Westcan Terminals. 
Canadian National) are to 
maintain economic viability, 
they may have to expand, not 
only within the confines of 
their present land areas, but 
ahto on a limited scale into 
the Restricted Zone. ’’ 

• Conservancy Zone: 

About 377 acres of privately- 
owned and agricultural re¬ 
serve lands and river chan¬ 
nels landward of the restrict 
ed zone that could be 
developed for agriculture, 
recreation, tourism and con 
servation 

An environmental impact 
assessment and review pro¬ 
cess would be required for 
"one possible industrial de 
velopment” within this con- 
servanc) warn <>i tins aae 
development, the report 
says: 


(a) "It is recognized that 
certain benefits could be rea¬ 
lized by providing a trans¬ 
portation link from the exist¬ 
ing Doman Industries 
millsite and adjacent assess¬ 
ment /one to the existing Ca¬ 
nadian National and MacMil¬ 
lan Bloedel rights-of-way 
which lead out to the doik 
facility" 

• Assessment Zone: About 
180 acres within the estuary 
including some existing in 
dust rial sites. Open to review 
for possible development, in¬ 
cluding industrial develop¬ 
ment, under an environmen¬ 
tal impact assessment 
process. 

Of this third and final as¬ 
sessment zone, the report 
says: 

"It is recognized that some 
degree of industrial com¬ 
mercial expansion in the es¬ 
tuary may be socially and 
economically beneficial. This 
would bo most likely only if 
such developments did not 
impose irreversible impacts 
on the natural resources of 
either the restricted zone or 
the conservancy zone .”

In his charge Tuesday that 
the western provinces were 
ganging up on their em 
pioyeea, Fryer said those In 
\olved had modelled their 
game plan along the lines of 
the IS points In Uie controver¬ 


sial federal government 
Average Comparability of 
Total Compensation (ACTC), 
and had added another 13 ele¬ 
ments of their own. 

Federal public employees, 
through the Public Service 
Alliance of, Canada, are In¬ 
volved In a bitter fight with 
Ottawa over ACTC, which 
they claim would use sup 
posed average outside pay 
rates as maximum rates for 
equal Jobs In the federal 
service. It Is Just part of a 
campaign the P8AC has 
going against Ottuwa 

All of this comes when vari¬ 


ous public sector unions are 
demonstrating a growing 
militancy. It is based on the 
claim that governments at all 
level* are determined to cut 
costs and win vole* at the 
expense of their employees 

In claiming western con¬ 
spiracy. Fryer said the prov 
mrcs were attempting an 
"end-run around meaningful 
negotiations at the bargain 
inflatable. ” 

The tactics, he said, 
showed a "clear pre deter 
mlnation on wages and bene 
fits will have already been 
made no matter what the 


economic climate In our 
province may be next year.” 

He said there was already 
ample evidence that the 
"confidential meetings" 
were bearing fruit. 

"The Association of Uni¬ 
versity and College Em¬ 
ployees at UBC has been 
stonewalled at 4.1 per cent.” 
he said. "Minister of Educe 
tion the Hon. Pat McGeer has 
set ■ limit of four per cent for 
the teachers and even the 
doctors have been told that 
four per cent Is all they can 
expect. Four per cent cer 


talnlv seems to be the magic 
number of the government.” 

Fryer said he believed the 
idea of "holding western pub¬ 
lic employees to a predeter¬ 
mined salary and fringe 
benefit figure” grew out of a 
western premiers' meeting In 
Brandon. Aug. 10. 1977. 

He said cabinet ministers 
from each western province 
were appointed to “admin 
ister the plan” and met In 
Edmonton Sept 7 the same 
year to "establish proce¬ 
dures ” 

He said two subsequent 


meetings were held by pay 
research staff from the west¬ 
ern provinces at Winnipeg In 
October and November of 
1977 to "set up the adminis¬ 
trative machinery and infor¬ 
mation exchange.” 

“At least we know what 
the premiers discuss at their 
closed meetings,” Fryer 
said. ”What bothers me Is 
their apparent lack of aware 
ness of what effect these be 
Mnd-ciosed-door type of 
meetings has on the morale 
of prov incial government em¬ 
ployees ”

Sooke trustees put a plug 
in party-poopers ■ loophole

A legal technicality which enabled a 
party pooper toescape penalty has been 
dosed by the Sooke school board 

The board learned at a meeting Tue.v 
day night that a case against an individ¬ 
ual who had disrupted a dance at 
Belmont high school last year had 
been dismissed from court, because the 
teacher who called the police to get him 
to leave did not have authorization to do 
so. 

According to Sectioo 127 of the Public 
Schools Act, “a person who does not 
forthwith leave the lands and premises 


occupied by a public school when 
directed by anyone authorized to make 
such a direction by the minister or the 
school board is guilty of an offence." 

The act specifically gives this power 
to a school principal, but in this case the 
principal had left at 11:36 p.m., and the 
teacher left In charge acted to throw the 
troublemaker out. 

When the case came up in court, the 
teacher was asked if he had been au¬ 
thorised, under Section 127 of the PSA, 
to act in the matter, and the case was 
dismissed when it was found that he had 
not. 


At Tuesday’s meeting, the board 
acted to plug the loophole by authorizing 
all principals, vice-principals, teach 
ers and janitors to order troublemakers 
off school grounds, with the responsi 
bility only falling to the less senior 
people if their supervisors are not 
around. 

The board may also, after examining 
the court case more thoroughly, notify 
other school districts, through the B.C. 
School Trustees Association, of the loop 
hole so that they can take action to close 
It.

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While the Sooke school dis¬ 
trict is willing to modify Its 
boundaries to accommodate 
children wishing to attend 
Greater Victoria schools, it 
may not necessarily result in 
the district becoming any 
smaller. 

Acting on a suggestion by 
Daryl Muralt. an education 
ministry administrative effi- 
cer, the Sooke School Board 
voted Tuesday night to ap¬ 
proach the Cowichan school 
district to see if a realign , 
ment of school district boun 
daries on the Malahat might 
more closely represent ac¬ 
tual school attendance. 

The realignment of boun 
daries with the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district became 
necessary when 32 students 
in the Highlands district ob¬ 
jected to attending schools in 
the Sooke district. Because 
the roads between their 
homes and Greater Victoria 
schools are both better and 
shorter, they had been at¬ 
tending Greater Victoria 
schools, even though they live 
in the Sooke district. 

This August, parents react¬ 
ed angrily to a proposal that 
they send their children to 
Sooke schools, and officials 
from both districts agreed 
that last year’s attendance 
pattern could continue, and 
the boards would work ont 
new boundaries. 

Muralt brought a map to 
the Sooke school board on 
Tuesday indicating the pro¬ 
posed boundary change, 
which would put two subdivi-' 
sions in the Highlands into 
the Greater Victoria, rather 
than Sooke districts 


The change in boundary 
will mean the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district gets the 
additional tax money, but it 
must also bear the cost of 
educating the additional stu¬ 
dents. 

In discussing boundary 
changes in general. Muralt 
mentioned increasing settle 
ment on parts of the Malahat 
which are in the Cowichan 
school district. 

Rather than have their 


children take long bus rides 
over the Malahat some par 
ents have been taking tpeir 
children to Sooke district 
schools on their way into

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Low-key Royals clinch third straight crown 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — If you look closely, you 
may detect the slightest trace of a smile on the lips of Ewing 
Kauffman, Joe Burke and Whitey Herzog 

Not a grin, mind you; not even a smirk. That wouldn't 
be In keeping with the low-profile attitude that's stan 
dard equipment with Kansas City Royals. 

It's Just that while California Angels and Texas Rang 
ers were garnering attention with their free-agent acquisi¬ 
tions, the Royals were efficiently going about winning 
their thirl consecutive title in the West Division of base 
ball's American League. 

So owner Kauffman, general manager Burke and man 
ager Herzog have every right to chuckle after the Royals 
clinched the title Tuesday night with a 4-1 victory over 
Seattle Mariners. Note, however, it Is the nervous chuckle of 
someone who has just had a fright. 

The Royals’ third divisional title lacked the season end 
ing tension of their first title run in 1076, And gone was the 
thrill of their fabulous stretch drive of last season, when 
they won 16 In a row. 

No, the 1678 campaign was nothing less than an old fa 
shioned horse race, and if the Royals had less talent than 
some of the other participants they certainly showed 
more staying power. 

Kansas City was picked to finish second by most pre 
season forecasters and even third by some. But Instead, 
the Royals produced their most mature team yet, over¬ 
coming early Inconsistency and a rash of key injuries. >

winter springs, ubout 10 minutes apart. 

It was a typical trip. Rhys was ever busy and meticu 
lous. changing strip* and. ocassionally. the Teaser, and 
checking lure action — the continual experimentation which 
is more than part of probably every fishing trip he has 
made. It is really the reaapq, and It fits that at 72 and 25 years 
after It was Introduced, he Is not only still trying to im 
prove his wonderfully-successful Teaser but continues to 
work op a new lure.

This is the silver anniversary of the Strip-Teaser, 
but there was more than another 25 years between idea 
and production In fact, the experimMitatlon which" even¬ 
tually led to the marketing of the Teaser lures started be 
fore Rhys reached his teens and was spurred when, at 
age 12. a home made lure brought him his first salmon 
It was a seven-pound coho caught off Deep Cove in a 
rowboat rented from Hocking Brothers, and it fell to a 
contraption constructed from an old rod Inner-tube which 
had tw^ wings to make it spin, was painted glumi 
num in color and presented on a piece of line attached 
directly* to a freshly-cut branch which was more wtlck 
than pole. That spawned an ambition, and while clrcum 
stance delayed realization it never came close to making 
him forget kis goal. 

After Mi student days, spent at Deep Cove elemen 
tary and Victoria High, he worked at arrassortment of 
jobs before settling down, at age 21. in Seattle as a fur-cut 
ter and designer. He stayed at it for 16 years, and came to 
know Puget Sound salmon waters as well as anyone. 
Hardly a weekend was missed and there were many 
before-work morning fishing trips as he continued to ex¬ 
periment with lures. 

But fishing didn't take up all of his time away from the 
job, and in 1983 he met h young lady from Auburn named 
Loma Cornwell. A year later, Rhys had a lifetime partner 
who was to May a big rote io the success which was still 
almost two oecades away.

It was back to Vancouver Island for the Victoria bom 
Rhys In 1948, and he settled down In the family home at 
Swartz Bay. More determined than ever to invent a 
lure which would make the use of herring strip simple, 
most of his spare hours continued to be spent in experi¬ 
mental fishing. 

The big moment finally came in April 1933 when a 
lure made of cemented pieces of plastic became an instant 
success by fooling a 20-pound salmon in Canoe Pass. 
Named the Strip-Teaser in a moment of inspiration, it was 
ready for mhrketlng In three months and things were 
never to be quite the same for the Davis family after Gordie 
Bowcott of Gordon’s Sporting Goods got things started by 
making the'first purchase and installing a freezer for 
the herring strip. Later that year, Edward Lipsett Ltd. 
took on au exclusive two-year contract as wholesaler and 
Rhys Davis had finally reached his goal. He had indeed 
Invented a salmon lure that made it simple to use herring 
strip and which was effective. 

It wasn't long before Vancouver Island fishermen found 
that out. In the last five months of 1953. with Rhys cutting 
the strip and Loma doing the assembling and looking after 
sales, about 6,000 Strip-Teasers wen* sold and things have 
gone onward and upward since. Rhys added the small 
Strip-Teaser, the Minnow-Teaser, the Herring-Teaser and 
the popular Super-Teaser, designed to be fished fait enough 
to discourage dogfish, which have quite a fondness for 
herring strip or other fresh bait. 

Sales have Increased every year since the Teaser lures 
were introduced, reaching their peak this past summer with 
a record July sale. Mo real effort has been made to market 
the Teasers elsewhen than on the B.C. coast and Vancouver 
Island accounts for approximately 60 per cent of the sales. 
But no lure has lasted if ionghere or been as successful and 
the figures are impressive. Rhys, who is quick to point out 
that the retail price of his Teasers Is the same as It was 2ft 
years ago, won't hazard any guess but It Is safe to say that 
more than two million Teasers have been sold. They were a 
long time In coming but that makes the wait worth while.

Four teams—Kansas City, California. Texas and Oak 
land A’s—remained in contention through July, and with 

none of them hovering much over .500, some were calling It 
the title nobody wanted. 

But the Royals, down by 4 % games in mid-May. re¬ 
claimed the top spot a month later and after July 17 were 
out of first place for only three days 

California was the last opponent to fade, but the Angels 
did not go without a scare, winning three out of four in 
an early September series with the Royals at Aneheim 
to draw to within one-half game 

But by the time the Angels visited Kansas City a week 
later, the Royals had rebuilt a 34 game margin. They 
then delivered the knockout punch by taking two of the 
three contests. 

It was a season that both excited and tested the Royals 
faithful, who turned out more than two million strong, even 
thouqji Kansas City's 1.5-million metropolitan population 
is the smallest in the major leagues. 

Neither Clint Hurdle, touted as the successor to depart 
ed John Mayberry at first base, nor speedster Willie 
Wilson, named as a threat to Amos Otis in centre field, 
turned in the sensational rookie seasons forcast for them— 
but both were respectable. 

The spring training trade of Mayberry to Toronto left a 
power void in the Kansas City attack, and the situation was 
not helped when George Brett and Al Cowens. who had hit 22 
and 23 home runs, respectively, in 1977, failed to break 


double figures this year. Entering the final week of the 
season, the Royals had less than 190 homers as a team 

On the mound, right-hander Dennis Leonard had what is 
becoming a typical season for him, losing eight of his first 11 
decisions. But Leonard, who finished 89-12 after a slow start 
in 1977, had rebounded to a 19-17 mark midway through this 
month. 

Most trying, however, were the injuries, which may well 
have prompted Herzog to seek solace in the headache 
pills manufactured by Kauffman's pharmaceutical firm. 

Third baseman Brett was out for two stretches totalling 
32 games with shoulder and thumb injuries that will re 
quire post-season surgery Cowens. a gold glove right 
fielder, missed 27 games with a bad knee, and catcher-first 
baseman John Wathan sat out 24 garnet with a shoulder 
injury. 

Shortstop Fred Patek was sidelined for 26 games In Au¬ 
gust and September, while second baseman Frank White 
missed 22 games in August. There were still plenty of 
bright spots, however. When veteran Steve Busby was 
knocked out of the starting rotation and into the minor 
leagues in late May. rookie Rich Gale stepped in to win 
five straight games The six-foot-seven right hander even 
tually raised his record to a high of 13-3 and thrust him 
self into rookie pltcher-of-the-year contention 

And left hander Larry Gura, a spot starter and re 
llever for two years with the Royals. Joined the rotation in 
mid-June and became their late season stopper, boasting 


a 16-4 mark after picking up the victory in Tuesday night's 
title clincher. 

Fellow southpaw Paul Spllttorff also lent consisten 
cy to the staff, building an 18-12 record by late Septem 
ber. Then there was reliever Al Hrabosky, a winter trade 
acquisition, who had an 8-7 mark with 19 saves. 

Offensively, a late-season slump appeared to threaten 
Brett’s chances for a fourth straight .309 season, but the 
third baseman was still delivering clutch hits, along with 
Cowens, designated hitter Hal McRae and White. 

But the major cogs in Kansas City’s attack were Otis, 
catcher Darrell Porter and first baseman Pete LaCock 
who replaced Hurdle in late May. 

Otis slugged six home runs and drove in 28 runs during a 
21-game stretch in early September as the Hoyals were 
locking up the division Hag. while Porter had already cs 
tabllshed career highs of 18 homers and 78 RBls before 
season’s end. 

Over all, the Royals—despite a shortage of power— 
were an aggressive bunch, stealing more than 200 bases 
and leading the league in doubles and triples They 
were especially effective at home, winning nearly seven 
out of every 10 games at Royals Stadium.

It will come as no great shock to students of the 
modern athlete that Giants pitcher Bob Knepper 
prefers to bring to the locker room music cassettes 
featuring singers who sing of broken romance, unre¬ 
quited love, or who lament for lovers who ran off with 
bullfighters, or who sing sob-in the-throat melodies for 
dying sweethearts or romances that didn't quite work 
out. I mean, Charlie Pride and Charlie Rich and 
Tammy Wynette and Dolly Parton sing about that 
all the time, don’t they? 

Except, they're singing about characters named 
Clyde or Jethro or Billy Joe, not the Duke d’AlmavIva 
or some hunchbacked court jester. And they’re not 
usually accompanied by the Berlin Philharmonic with 
Herbert von Karajan. And they’re usually wearing 
bluejeans and a spangled shirt, not powdered wigs and 
handkerchiefs la their cuffs. 

Also, their songs are written by Mac Davis or Roy 
Clark, not Giacomo Puccini, Giuseppe Verdi or Gae¬ 
tano Donizetti. And their songs are about truck-stop 
cocktail waitresses, not Madam Butterfly, or courte¬ 
sans dying of consumption in Restoration Paris. Also, 
nobody turns Into a swan.

You hardly ever hear 
Mozart coming from the stereos in the back of the bus 
anymore. Hardly anybody knows the lyrics to “Your 
Tiny Hand is Frozen” or “Yonder Rises the Morning 
Star” or “Wotan's Farewell.”

Bob Knepper is probably the only guy In baseball 
who would rather be In La Scala than the World Series. 

He would 
rather be the lead in “Naughty Marietta” than in the 
National League. 

Knepper’s problem Is, be was exposed to the late, 
great Italian-American tenor, Mario Lanza, at an 
early age. “I got goose bumps when I heard my first 
record of his. I still do.” 

Knepper's parents were concert devotees and when

town of Callstoga, 80 miles north of San Francisco, the 
living room resounded not to the strains of the Beatles, 
country and western, but Victor Herbert, the great 
arias of the day and Arthur Fiedler. Knepper's favor¬ 
ite movie was not a John Wayne, It was “The Great 
Caruso.” 

Robert Merrill, the Metropolitan Opera star, would 
probably rather mow down the Pittsburgh Pirates' 
batting order than the duets in Traviata, but Knepper 
would trade places — and pitches — with him In a 
moment. 


Knepper may be the San Francisco Giants’ best 
pitcher, certainly he has the most promise, but he says 
he would chuck it all tomorrow to do Rlgoletto. “I used 
to try to sing along with Lanza's recordings,” ht says 
ruefully. “But I couldn’t.”

OTTAWA (CPt—An amaz 
ing one-man. $l-million swin¬ 
dle that went unnoticed for 
seven yqars goes before the 
Supremd Court of Canada 
during the fall session open¬ 
ing Oct 

Canadian Laboratory Sup 
plies Ltd. is appealing to the 
high court for a judgment 
ordering Engelhard Indus 
tries of Canada Ltd. to pay it 
$1.2 million in damages and 
interest resulting from the 
clever schemings of a man 
who became known as Mr 
Platinum. 

Canlab is a hospital and 
laboratory supply company 
that during the early 1960s 
was doing business with Eng 
• hard, a huge. U.S.-based 
precious met ils refiner and 
dealer. Both companies were 
carrying on business in (he 
Toronto area when Glenn 
Cook, a Canlab minor sales 
employee, hatched a plan to 
make himself a millionaire 

On May 23. 1962. Cook tele 
phoned Engelhard Industries 
with a tale about one James 
(dies, an eccentric scientist 
to whom Canlab was selling 
platinum. The secretive sci 
enlist was lookingfor some 
one to buy platinum scraps 
left o\er from his research 
and would Engelhard be in¬ 
terested? 

Engelhard Industrie* 
agreed and began buying the 
scrap for $75 an ounce. 

Unknown to anyone at Can 
lab or Engelhard, the mad 
scientist was none other than 
Cook. He somehow arranged 
for Canlab to buy platinum 
sheets from Engelhard, in¬ 
tercepted the shipments, cut 
the goods into scrap and sent 
them back to Engelhard from 
Giles. 

Cheques payable to Giles 
were sent to a postal box 
from Engelhard and Cook 


began to get a taste of the 
good life. He invested in a 
hotel in Barbados, built a 
sumptuous home on Tobago 
and flipped back and forth 
between Canada and the Ca 
ribbean in chartered jets. 

Everything went well for 
Mr. Platinum until the au 
turnn of 1966. when Engel 
hard Industries became 
upset because It was selling 
the platinum to Canlab on a 
30-day payment basis, and 
Canlab was taking 60 days to 
pay. Engelhard was paying 
Giles almost immediately 
and it wanted the gap 
closed 

An Engelhard supervisor 
t ailed Canlab and somehow 
ended up dealing with Cook 
who manipulated the situa 
lion so that his scheme was 
protected 

Two years later, however 

George 11. Scott. Engelhard 
president, became concerned 
about the amount of platinum 
being purchased by Canlab 
and because he knew nothing 
about Giles or what he was 
doing with the metal. 

Scott talked with L.L. Fa 
bian. Canlab vice-president, 
and later the same day re 
reived a call from Cook. The 
latter managed to cover the 
situation again, but a few 
months later the jig was up 
and he was arrested. 

Cook spent two or three,* 
w ars in prison and has since 
been released. 

The appeal before the court 
now* concerns whether Engel 
hard must pay for the stolen 
platinum it bought as scrap.

proposals in principle And he 
indicated that the federal 
government would not under 
any circumstances accept 
the Quebec demands 
He said he was “not in¬ 
spired by the notion that I 
should turn back the parks to 
them. I feel that these nation¬ 
al parks are Canadian parks. 


they belong to all Canadians 
and the fact that they are in 
Quebec does not make them 
any less Canadian ’ 

Faulkner said he told Du¬ 
haime that his “offer was one

Among the parks Quebec 


wants to claim as its own are

Order of nurses 
in tune with times 



OTTAWA (CP) The Vie 
torian Order of Nurses 
(VON), established more 
than 80 years ago in Canada, 
is still reflecting the changing 
health needs of the commU' 
nity. 

Lorrette Sutton, assistant 
national director, said the 
order now sees more elderly 
people and is becoming in- 
\olved with occupational 
health 

The only national visiting 
home nursing service, the 
order has developed a suc¬ 
cessful home care program 
in response to spiralling pro- 
\ incial hospital care costs 
Now a large national orga 
m/ation. it operates with a 
board of governors, nine pro¬ 
vincial management boards 
and a regional director who 
acts as a liaison between the 
branches, provincial author 
ities and national office. Mrs. 
sutton explained 
The VON does not operate 
in Prince Edward Island, the 
Yukon or the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories 

And a recent report by Sta¬ 
tistics Canada, which illus¬ 
trates current trends in 
health care delivery, say* 
nearly half the patients seen 
by VON nurses in 1976-were 
<iver the age of 85 
Mrs. Sutton said the agency 
provides counselling and 
home visiting services for the 
olderly in senioi* citizen 
apartment complexes in 
some major dUtS 
Until recently, the VON 
provided maternity services 
for new mothers and infants. 

’This was the biggest VON 
program,” said Mrs. Sutton. 
“However, as more patients 
go into hospital for delivery 
and care, the programs now 
operate in only two prov¬ 
inces. New Brunswick and 
Newfoundland .” 

But, she added, a VON 
nurse will work on request 
with a physician under cer¬ 
tain conditions if a couple is 
planning a home birth. 


“We are not promoting 
home births by any means 
and will encourage a mother 
to go into hospital for deiiv 
ery. We have a medical advi¬ 
sory committee and they 
have prepared a series of 
rigid criteria about when 
home births may be assist¬ 
ed. 

“There would have to be an 
ideal environment in the 
home. Otherwise we will not 
take responsiblitv in a dan 
gerous situation ” 

Mrs. Sutton said VON 
nurses assisted in 24 home 
deliveries last year 

Also, in co-operation with 
the federal fitness and ama 
teur sport program, the VON 


is planning a week long 
workshop for occupational 
health nurses from across the 
country 

Experts will discuss 
methods of establishing em 
ployee fitness programs and 
research findings from some 
already in existence, tech 
niques of good health counsel 
ling and the importance of 
good nutrition. Mrs Sutton 
said

Cut up and measure the 
tomatoes. Don’t peel or seed 
them. Heat butter in a soup 
pot. Add tomatoes and cover. 
Simmer 5 minutes and add 
dry bread cubes, salt and 
pepper. Mash unpeeled garlic 
with side of a knife, peel and 
add to tomatoes with the 
water. Bring to a boil. Cover 
and simmer one hour. Strain 
and return to soup pot to sim¬ 
mer for another hour. 

Gradually beat cream into 
egg yolks and then add cream 
mixture to tomato stock, 
beating constantly. Heat 
thoroughly but don’t let it 
boil.

A German physician has 
what may be the ultimate in* 
weight losing plans: fat loss 
at the touch of a finger 
Dr. Frank ‘R. Bahr has 
found a spot on the upper lip, 
just under the nose, well-hid¬ 
den under one four-hundredth 
of an Inch of mucous mem¬ 
brane which he said controls 
reflex pathways to the appe¬ 
tite centre in the brain 
According to Bahr. 10 sec¬ 
onds a day of massage of this 
spot, will, by conditioned re¬ 
flex, reduce your caloric In¬ 
take by half. 

“You may not believe It 
will work.” Bahr said in an 
interview, “but it will happen 


because you can’t escape 
conditioned response; Pavlov 
(ringing bells for his salivat¬ 
ing dogs) proved that." 

As might be expected, Bahr 
has written a book about his 
theory. Dr. Bahr's Acu-Dfet 

It containes a diet, which 
mpy make on* wonder if it is 
the diet and not the technique 
called acupressure that real¬ 
ly does the job. 

But he insists the diet is 
just there for people who de¬ 
mand one. “And I have made 
it a very nutritious diet,” he 
said, “because so many of the 
fad diets really ate danger 
ous.” 

Bahr said he discovered the 
spot controlling compulsive 
eating by accident while exa¬ 
mining the mouth of an obese 
woman 

Regular daily pressure on 


the spot helped her lose 
weight. Bahr tried it on him¬ 
self. lost 33 pounds and since 
has treated 2.000 Germans in¬ 
cluding medical colleagues 
with what he claims is 80 per 
cent success. 

He said the 20 per cent who 
failed did so because they did 
not stick with the lip acupres 
sure. 

He said there is no danger 
connected with the technique 
which can be done at any 
time, unobtrusively, with the 
end of a pocket pen 

Bahr said it takes from two 
to three days of massaging to 
affect the reflex pathways to 
the brain. Then, he said, 
weight loss will be experi¬ 
enced. 

The only caution he offered 
was to discontinue the Up 
probe after desired weight is 


reached in order, he said, to 
avoid emaciation. 

He said there will not be 
any caloric backsliding after 
the desired weight is 
achieved and the acupres 
sure is stopped because the 
compulsion to overeat has 
been broken 

There may be a hollow 
feeling in the stomach when 
food intake is reduced, but 
Bahr said he has a pressure 
point to take care of that 
too. 

This one, as might be ex¬ 
pected, lies over the stomach, 
exactly halfway between the 
navel and end of breastbone 
Ten seconds here are usually 
sufficient to take care of the 
hollow feeling, Bahr said. 

Bahr said he knows there 
will be skeptics. “There al¬ 


ways Is with something that 
is different, especially if it 
comes from outside the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

But,” he said, “there are a- 


bout 300 diet books for sale at 
any one time in a book store, 
and mine (by William Mor 
row and Co.) will do well only 
if it works, and it does.”

PARSIPPANY. N.J <AP) - House 
work more and more U becoming a 
nighttime occupation 

A growing number of household 
chores such as dishwashing, baking, 
laubdrv and vacuuming are being per 
formed after 8 p.m. to help reduce 
daytime use of electricity, according to 
a survey Just completed by General 
Public Utilities Corporation. This helps 


minimize increases in the cost of elec¬ 
tricity and conserves energy, said Ro 
bert W. Smith, the corporation’s con¬ 
sumer affairs manager. 

The survey, covering 65,000 residen¬ 
tial customers in New Jersey and Penn 
sylvania. indicates that 58 per cent of 
them have changed their household rou¬ 
tines to do more housework at night 
This compares with 53 per cent In a 


similar survey Conducted by the* com¬ 
pany in 1076 

Decreasing daytime use of electric¬ 
ity lessens the need to build costly new 
generating plants. Smith said. He added 
that electricity is generated at night b> 
the most efficient plants using the most 
economical and plentiful fuels, such as 
coal and nuclear.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could 
you please express your opin 
ions, if any. on tubal ligation 
vs. vasectomy? — H.M. 

My chief opinion is that 
either is a medically sound 
method for accomplishing 
sterilization (tubal ligation 
for the female, vasectomy for 
the male). Both should be 
done w ith the approval of the 
spouse and with the idea it is 
permanent. Reversal of both 
ligation and vasectomy are 
being accomplished with 
newer surgical procedures, 
but without guarantee of suc¬ 
cess. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Last 
fall I broke out with what my 
doctor called "pityriasis 
rosea.” It lasted about a 
month, and the itching was 
severe. As fall approaches I 
am anticipating it again, 
since the doctor said it seems 
to appear at that time if 
you’re going to get it. Is this 
contagious in any way? What 
is the best treatment? — 
K.F. 

You should not have a re¬ 
peat bout with this mild skin 
inflammation. Pityriasis 
rosea does not usually recur. 
We don’t know what causes 
it, but the pattern of develop¬ 
ment is very predictable. It 
begins with a scaly outbreak 
in an isolated “herald" or 
"mother" spot, followed in 
the next several weeks by 
generalized outbreak usually 
on the trunk and upper body, 
rarely on the face or below 
the knees. It is not conta¬ 
gious. but may produce sc 
vere itching. 


YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


In the early stages it may 
be mistaken for a ringworm 
infection or a contact derma 
tit is. Ont* peculiarity is the 
appearance (on the back 
usually) of a Christmas tree 
pattern of lesions. Sunlight 
may hasten the disappear¬ 
ance, which normally occurs 
on its own without any treat¬ 
ment in from two to three 
months. Ultra-violet light 
can help. A menthol solution 
applied locally will relieve a 
mild itch, and prednisone 
taken orally may be used for 
very severe itching Some 

C rsons may have a mild 
adache and slight malaise 
during the course of the rash. 
In temperate climates, 
spring and fall do seem to be 
prime seasons for pityriasis 
rosea, and young adults are 
most commonly affected. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson 

Please explain the cause and 
cure of hammer toes. I have 


developed some in the last 
few years. They are very an¬ 
noying. My own doctor was 
not very interested or help¬ 
ful—J.R.C. 

Most non-foot doctors are 
not interested in our feet, 
unless they are obvious fac¬ 
tors in other problems. Un¬ 
fortunately. most patients as 
well are not very interested 
in these seemingly unin¬ 
teresting anatomical struc¬ 
tures until they give them 
trouble 

As to your hammer toe. It 
is the kinking of the second 
toe (usually) It can be a 
congenital (birth) defect or 
be acquired through wearing 
of short shoes and snug-fit¬ 
ting socks. The result is a 
claw-like deformity The 
matter should be treated 
early before the tissues and 
joints become fixed in the de¬ 
formed position. The first 
line of treatment to shoe ad-

justment. Sometimes the toe 
ean be straightened by use of 
a cushion on top of the toe 
with an adhesive sling to hold 
it down.

One annoying complication 
of hammer toe is the forming 
of a callus on top of the toe. 
which can be quit painful. I 
suggest you see a podiatrist.

Ms. Warr is the founder of 
the Freedom From Fear 
Foundation, which began in 
1974 under the name Venture 
and has since helped hun¬ 
dreds of people cope with 
some 300 anxieties by refer¬ 
ring phobia-sufferers to spe¬ 
cially trained doctors 

Ms. Warr calls phobias 
foolish, irrational fears that 
often threaten jobs and lifes¬ 
tyles. 


She mentions a Toronto 
woman w ho could not bear to 
touch money. She left it sit 
ling on her bedroom dresser 
and her children bought the* 
groceries and household sup¬ 
plies. returningihe change to 
the dresser 

If the woman did touch 
money she would feel com 
pel led to take a shower im 
mediately. 

Although there is often no 
clear reason, the fear is real, 
Ms. Warr said. 

Someone encountering a 
dreaded object or situation 
can panic, have a rapid 


heartbeat, tremble and have 
a desire t« run or scream. 

Phobia sufferers are usual 
ly soft spoken and sensitive, 
she said, but irrational fears 
can strike anyone. 

Agoraphobia, the fear of 
open spaces, is the most com¬ 
mon problem, she said. 

She said she understands 
this problem well because 
she suffered from it as a 
child, when she would refuse 
to go on errands and spent 
hours hiding in alleyways so 
no one could find her 
“It’s absolutely ridiculous, 
but I was that frightened. * 
’ she said. “They looked upon 


me in the family as being sort 
of a strange person 
Conventional psychiatric 
treatment did not help, but 
behavior therapy finally- 


solved her problem 
Claustrophobia, the feem-vf 
confined spaces, and tin* 
of flying are two of 
common problems.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 




**4 woman, a dog. or a ualnut free— 
TV wore you beat ’em, 

The better they her 

The last time I quoted this ancient 
English couplet, I speculated at con¬ 
siderable length as to why anybody 
would want to beat a walnut tree. The 
dog and the woman I can understand 

I had a vague idea that It might be a 
ceremonial beating, perhaps stemming 
from some ancient Druidic religious 
custom. Since that time 1 have learned 
all about it from a delightful English 
novel called Blenheim Orange by II. W. 
Freeman. 

You see. at harvest time. It was the 
custom of owners of w alnut trees to call 
in village craftsmen skilled in the har¬ 
vesting of the nuts. The special tool used 
by these men w as a long hickory pole—a 
treasured family possession—which 
was kept well oiled between seasons and 
passed on from one generation to an¬ 
other. 

The harvesters would climb up into 
the tree and knock down any stubborn 
nuts which refused to fall of their own 
accord, using these long, whippy sticks. 
The men were encouraged to lay about 
them with a will, for It was believed that 
the rougher the treatment, the better 
the tree would bear the following year. 


Such a beating was actually a crude 
form of twig-pruning, and it is known 
now that such harsh treatment does 
more harm than good. While an imme¬ 
diate crop increase would often follow, 
disease enters the torn and bruised tis¬ 
sues. and only too often the tree would 
go into a slow decline 

The time to gather walnuts—and 
their cousins, the butternuts—is when 
they are falling freely from the tree 
The outer husks should be removed 
immediately, and for this job you need a 
pair of old gloves, for I don’t know of 
any stains on the hands more difficult to 
remove than the juice from walnut 
husks. 

Any nuts with split inner shells or 
partially unripened shells should be set 
aside for immediate use, for they won’t 
keep In storage. The rest are best 
scrubbed vigorously in water with a 
hard-bristled brush so all loose fibre 
from the husk is removed; if any of this 
material is left clinging to the shell, the 
nuts will go mouldy. Dry the nuts at 
room temperature and with some move- 
ment of air around and between them, 
but never in an oven or other artificial 
heat. 

If you want to go whole hog and turn 
out a really professional-looking prod¬ 


uct. you can bleach your nuts before 
storing. This is by no means necessary, 
but they do keep better when bleached 
and they look much more attractive tfi 
the Christmas nut bowl 

To make the bleach, -add one cupful 
of chloride of lime to two quarts of 
water; make a paste first, and stir into 
the remaining water 
• In another container, dissolve half a 
cupful of washing soda in another two 
quarts of water, then pour it slowly into 
the chloride of lime solution. Stir well, 
then let It stand overnight to settle. 

The clear liquid is poured off tare 
fully and the sludge discarded. The 
harvested nuts are immersed in the 
bleaching solution for three minutes— 
preferably In small batches—then 
rinsed, drained and dried 

The treated nuts should keep in good 
condition for about three months if hung 
up in onion sacks or old nylon stockings 
If you want to keep them beyond this 
period, they are best buried in boxes of 
dry sand, sawdust or peat moss. 

As I mentioned earlier in the season, 
any nuts required for making pickled 
walnuts should be picked from the tree 
before the inner shell hardens, and 
w hile you can still push a darning needle 
through them

It’s interesting how people are "re¬ 
lativist" about things it suits them to be 
relativist about, and “absolutist" about 
other things it suits them to be absolu 
list about 

A man called me on the phone this 
morning to ask about a play I recently 
reviewed. He wanted to know if It is 
“morally offensive." All I could reply 
was that it didn't offend me. but 1 
couldn't speak for him or his friends. 

Now. this man would never call me 
up to ask whether a certain piece of 
music is beautiful. He no doubt be¬ 
lieves that beauty is in the eye (and the 
ear) of the beholder. If I recommended 
a certain poem he didn't like, he would 
shrug it off Vlth a phrase about “a 
matter of taste." 


People tend to be relativistic about 
their aesthetic standards, but absolutist 
about matters of sex and decency and 
obscenity. They want the right to judge 
for themselves whether a painting or a 
piece of music is beautiful and appeal 
ing, but ask for an objective judgment 
on whether a play or a novel is immoral 
or offensive. 

But If beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder, so Is obscenity. I personally 
happen to find the collected works of 
Mickey Spillane “obscene" in their 
crude combining of indiscriminate vio¬ 
lence and mindless sex — but the public 
bought such books in the millions, while 
at the same time regarding D. H. 
Lawrence as “obscene." 

In my own view, aesthetic judg¬ 
ments art* much more absolutist than 
sexual ones. There Is not a trained 
musician In the western world who 
would not agree that* Beethoven wrote 


greater music than Grieg, or that 
Schnabel was a finer pianist than Li 
berace — no matter what the unin 
siructed in such matters might be 
IhVf 

But the very people who would Del 
low with outrage if we tried to impose 
such aesthetic standards upon them (“I 
may not know music, but I know what I 
like") are the same ones who demand 
absolute conformity in sexual matters, 
and who think that dirtiness can be 
defined by counting noses and accepting 
the majority opinion 

There are certain absolutes for the 
human race — in that the nature of our 
being cannot be violated with impunity 
— but sexuaJ customs and practices and 
attitudes are not among them. It’s odd 
that the people who worry whether cer 
tain plays an* “morally offensive" mi 
rarely worry about the moral offensive-, 
ness of war. poverty and bigotry

of powers recognized as a 
major issue.

In Campbell River, the lar¬ 
gest community visited dur 
ing • da> of whittle stopping 
around northern Vancouver

MONTREAL (UPI>-Que- 
bec’s declining population 
poses one of the most serious 
problems for the province, 
says provincial Liberal lead 
cr Claude Ryan. 

Ryan said this week that a 
decline of 4.000-5.000 persons 
for the second half of 1977 was 
the first such drop recorded 
In recent years. 

In an address to the Cana¬ 
dian Club. Ryan said the dif¬ 
ference between Ontario and 
Quebec populations was 
about 300,000 some 25 years 
ago. but was now edging to¬ 
ward three million in On¬ 
tario's favor. 

Noting that Quebec's birth 
rate was not greatly different 
from those of other prov¬ 
inces, Ryan asked, "Why are 
they leaving? 

"For a lot of people are 
leaving this province, and 
leaving perhaps with the ap¬ 
proval of this (Parti Quebe- 
cois) government," he said. 

Ryan pledged that any ad¬ 
ministration ne led would try 
to reverse the trend, drawing 
people back and trying "to 
make conditions for them 
that will make them happy 
and feel at home here in Quc 
bee—and not always under 
the supervision of people who 
would like them to conform to 
their own standards." 


The statement 
sounding applause from his 
predominantly English 
speaking audience, as did his 
vow to fight "any attempt 
that might, directly or sur¬ 
reptitiously, lead Quebec 
down the road to separa¬ 
tion." 

But Ryan added. "We are 
not a party of the status qqp. 
We are a party for construc¬ 
tive change. 

"I believe substantial 
changes will be needed in the 
constitution," he said, adding 
that the Liberal Party pro¬ 
gram for revision would be 
completed well before Que¬ 
bec's independence referen¬ 
dum, expected late next 
year. 

At a news conference fol¬ 
lowing his address, Ryan ri¬ 
diculed Premier Rene Leves- 
que’s announcement during 
the weekend that his govern 
ment would use the Canadian 
dollar as Its currency in the 
event of acceptance of so-' 
verelgnty-aaaociatlon. 

Ryan said that was an at¬ 
tempt to "sugarcoat" so¬ 
vereignty-association for 
Quebecers who regarded it as 
a "frightening prospect."

As for Levesque's goal of a 
monetary and customs union 
with the rest of Canada. Ryan 
noted Quebec already had 
that within Confederation. 


Press body urges 
looser news rules 


HALIFAX (CPH-The lb- 
nation Commonwealth Press 
Union will urge the govern¬ 
ments of its member coun¬ 
tries to work toward a loosen¬ 
ing of the barriers to the free 
flow of news, according to a 
union statement issued here 
Monday. 

The communique, In the 
wake a four-day meeting In 
Toronto that ended a week 
ago. said barriers to the flow 
• of world news occupied much 
of the discussion at the Toron¬ 
to meeting. 

"The conference agreed 
that free access to news and 
information, and the ability 
of journalists to obtain satis¬ 
factory status and free move¬ 
ment to carry out their pro 
fessional duties, were at a 
low ebb. . . the communi¬ 
que said. 

As a result, it added, news¬ 
papers around the world are 
being hobbled in their at¬ 
tempts to provide an accu¬ 
rate summary of world 
news. 

The decision to seek sup- 
►rt among the governments 
in the 18 nations from which 
the Commonwealth Press 
Union draws Its members 
comes on the eve of a United 
Nations conference In Paris 
which opens next month. 

That conference, sponsored 
by the United Nations Educa 
tional. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, will consider 
the role and responsibilities 
of the media. 

"The conference was con 
ccrned that any declaration 
made by UNESCO should not 
be capable of interpretation 
as condonirtg authoritarian 
control of the press," Mon¬ 
day's communique said. 

"The conference noted the 
Imbalance In the flow of 


world news and called upon 
editors, particularly those in 
the developed world, to take 
practical steps towads re¬ 
dressing such complaints." 

For Its part, the union has 
agreed on the "urgent need" 
to begin journalism training 
programs in the developing 
countries of the Common 
wealth. 

Such training is of particu¬ 
lar importance in those na¬ 
tions where the press is gov¬ 
ernment-owned or controlled, 
the union said. 

As a first step, the union 
said il has agreed to expand 
existing journalism training 
programs in Asia and Afri¬ 
ca.

Lois Davidson—from bad to worse 


MEMPHIS. Tenn. (UPI)— 
Lois Davidson has lived 
through more problems ilfthe 
past two years than some 
people experience In a life¬ 
time, but she is ready for 
some help. 

The trouble began, Mrs. 
Davidson said, while she and 
her husband were living hap 
pily on a poultry farm near 
Red Bay, Ala 

Her husband lost his arm in 
a mechanical corn-picker. 


The next year, their new 
house, which had little insur¬ 
ance, burned to the ground. 

.She had to have a tumor 
removed from her pituitary 
gland and, in March, she had 
to have her thyroid gland re¬ 
moved. The next month, she 
and her husband separated. 

In May, Mrs. Davidson was 
forced to resign her job be 
cause of health problems and 
a month later she and her 
husband obtained a divorce. 


In July, her pituitary gland 
failed. 

While moving to Memphis 
the next month, her refrig 
orator was dropped out of a 
truck and her food freezer 
heated up and spoiled a 
year's worth of vegetables 

Her two-year-old daughter 
underwent a kidney opera 
tion. 

This month, Mrs. Davidson 
is in a Memphis hospital with 
a rare eye disease that may 
leave her sightless. 


"Frankly. I could use a lit¬ 
tle help," she said from her 
hospital bed. where she is 
recovering from ler fourth 
operation in 11 months. 

Mrs. Davidson, who 
worked as a teacher and so¬ 
cial worker before her ill¬ 
nesses, said she got $275 a 
month from her husband, but 
had been unsuccessful in at¬ 
tempts to qualify for govern¬ 
ment aid. 

"I first applied for Social 


Security benefits in Ala 
bama," she said, "but 1 was 
rejected because somebod> 
figured I could do some other 
kind of work, like clerking in 
a store or waiting tables. 
Well, I don't mind working- 
in fact. I’d welcome it—but 
whoever turned me down 
didn’t even mention my vi 
sual problems. You’ve got to 
see to do stuff like that." 

Mrs. Davidson said the So 
dal Security office told her 


that her case was under re¬ 
view. but she is unsure what 
to do about her children— 
Lisa, 3, and Gary, 12, a * n 
from a previous marriage 
(Mrs. Davidson's first hus¬ 
band was killed in an auto¬ 
mobile accident when she 
was 19). 

"I can’t figure out what to 
do," Mrs. Davidson said. 
“My sister is taking care of 
my children. But what do I do 
when it’s time to go home and 
I can't see?" 
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VIC overpayment collections slow work 

Officials promise welfare cases, single parents will not be pressed to repay funds 


r OTTAWA (CP)—A combi 
notion of slow procedures and 
resistance from the unem¬ 
ployed have hampered gov¬ 
ernment attempts since May 
to reclaim about $4.3 million 
in unemployment insurance 
benefits mistakenly paid to 
claimants In three prov¬ 
inces. 

Larry St.-Laurent, head of 


unemployment insurance op¬ 
erations. said this week that 
money the government had 
collected from the 10.561 
claimants involved amounted 
to “peanuts.” 

However, the government 
has established the precise 
amount that 2.662 persons in 
British Columbia. Quebec 
and Nova Scotia owe the gov 


emment. The total is $777,- 
006. 

And In the case of 16 indi¬ 
viduals, the government has 
written oft overpayments 
worth 64,160 because of 
“undue financial hardship" 
these people would face if 
they paid the government 
back. 

Procedures the govern¬ 


ment is using to collect the 
money—overpaid because of 
a bureaucrat's computer 
error—are taking more than 
three months in moat individ¬ 
ual cases. This includes noti¬ 
fication of the repayment, 
discussion with the claimant, 
a period of grace and time for 
reminders the money is 
owed. 


Also, in Vancouver, Mon 
treal and Halifax, there are 
groups appealing the repay¬ 
ment orders. In Halifax, the 
Coalition for Full Employ¬ 
ment and the Dalhousie 
Legal Aid Society have lost 
one stage of appeal and are 
appealing further. 

In Montreal, a similar 
group, with backing from 


trade unions, has been pro¬ 
testing and plana to appeal. 
And in Vancouver. 161 indi¬ 
viduals have told the regional 
unemployment insurance of¬ 
fice they wish to appeal. The 
government has recommend¬ 
ed they launch a group ap¬ 
peal.

case that unemployment in¬ 
surance officials here have 
aided the appealing groups 
by supplying detailed infor¬ 
mation about how the error 
was made and what grounds 
might be used against repay 
ment. 

However, St.-Laurent says, 
"In the final analysis, the 
money will have to be paid 
back. * 

"It's taking much longer 
than we anticipated, but I'm 
not unhappy with the 
progress." he said. "In this 
case, haste is not the objec¬ 
tive." 

Unemployment Insurance 
officials have reviewed about 
15,400 cases where overpay¬ 
ment was made. Nearly 14.- 
500 of them have been told the 
error affects them. Nearly 
7.000 have written or tele¬ 
phoned to discuss their cases 
and about 5.700 have not re¬ 
sponded at ail. 

In Nova Scotia, the entire 
procedure is delayed because 
the regional unemployment 
insurance office does not 
have the staff to proceed as 
quickly as those in B.C. and 
Quebec, St.-Laurent says. 

He says the only com¬ 
plaints have been about the 
morality of the government 
collecting money paid be¬ 
cause of Its own error, espe¬ 


cially in regions of high un¬ 
employment in Nova Scotia. 

However, he says the gov¬ 
ernment has no choice under 
the law, except in extreme 
hardship cases, but to collect 
the money. 

"We agonized over this for 
a lorife time with legal coun¬ 
sel," he says. But the best the 
government can do is provide 
full explanations of what 
went wrong, give people a 
fair chance to respond and 
aid those who are appealing. 

"These are honest people" 
he says. It has a horrendous 
impact on some, especially in 
Nova Scotia. 

The error Incorrectly coded 
the regional unemployment 
rates at 1.1 per cent higher 
than the national rate. The 
rate was actually only one 
per cent, not justifying the six 
weeks of extra benefits the 
claimants were paid. 

In an unknown number of 
cases, the amount owed is 
being docked from unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance cheques 
some people are getting. 

In other cases, the repay¬ 
ment Is reduced or eliminat¬ 
ed If the person was entitled 
to benefits later but did not 
take them because of a return 
to the work force or for some 
other reason.

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Legal 
aid 

lawyers 
strike 


MONTREAL <CP)-About 
100 unionized legal aid law¬ 
yers from three regions 
began a strike this week 
against the Quebec govern¬ 
ment. 

The lawyers, affiliated with 
the Confederation of National 
Trade Unions, rejected final 
contract offers made by gov¬ 
ernment representatives 
after 18 months of negotia¬ 
tions. 

Pierre Latulippe, a mem¬ 
ber of the union executive, 
said the lawyers objected to 
the way management pro¬ 
posed to base salary In¬ 
creases principally on merit 
evaluations of each lawyer. 

The union is also seeking 
the right to leave of absence, 
without pay or with partial 
pay, educational sabbaticals 
and participation in the man¬ 
agement of the legal aid ser¬ 
vices. 

Latulippe said the lawyers 
would continue to represent 
prisoners whose cases were 
already before the criminal 
courts, but In the cases of 
people accused but not de¬ 
tained. they had asked other 
lawyers to request postpone¬ 
ments until the strike was 
over. 

By failing to show up in 
court for these cases. Latu¬ 
lippe said the legal aid law¬ 
yers might become open to 
citations for contempt of 
court. 

About 80 per cent of those 
accused In the province’s 
criminal courts were served 
by about 300 legal aid law¬ 
yers, Latulippe said. 

Lawyers from the Mon¬ 
treal, South Shore and Lower 
Saint Lawrence-Gaspe re¬ 
gions are striking. 

In the Laurentian Lanau 
diere and Quebec regions, 
legal aid employees have ac¬ 
cepted the government’s pro¬ 
posals.

Charges of strikebreaking 
made this summer against 
Local 80 of the Prince Rupert 
Co-operative Fishermen’s 
Guild could not be substan¬ 
tiated, Dave MacIntyre, sec¬ 
retary-treasurer of the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Federation of 
Labor, said this week 

He said the federation con¬ 
ducted the investigation in 
August, when the Prince Ru¬ 
pert Amalgamated 

Shoreworkert’ Union re¬ 
quested that the fishermen s 
guild be expelled frdin the 
federation for strikebreak¬ 
ing. 

The shoreworkers were 
locked out by the Prince Ru¬ 
pert Fishermen's Co-opera¬ 
tive Association June 23. The 
dispute ended Aug. 11.

VANCOUVER (CP)— 
Mayor Jack Volrich an 
nounccd Tuesday that a task 
force was being established 
to draw up regulations to deal 
with the transportation of 
dangerous materials on city 
streets. 

The announcement fol¬ 
lowed a meeting with Van 
couver police and fire chiefs 
to discuss possible action 
after a chlorine gas spill 
Monday which injured at 
least 78 persons and forced 
the evacuation of more than 
200 residents in a 25-block 
residential-industrial secton 
of the city. 

The deadly gas came from 
a 4.5-hectolitre (100-gallon) 
canister which ruptured 
when six canisters fell from a 
truck. The evacuees were al¬ 
lowed to return to their 
homes Tuesday 

Mayor Volrich said the 
regulations should involve 
the issuing of permits which 
stipulate the kind of materi¬ 
als to be transported, the de¬ 
gree of danger and the rout¬ 
ing and timing of the 
transportation of the cargo 


Bellamy said neither police 
nor fire department officials 
knew about the shipment. 

Fire Chief Armand Koenig 
has recently criticized the 
uncontrolled movement of 
toxic or explosive substances 
through the city, on trains 
and trucks. 

The spilled gas spewed for 
more than seven hours late 
Monday and early Tuesday 
before experts from Hooker 
Chemical Ltd. of North Van¬ 
couver, manufacturers of the 
chlorine, managed to contain 
(he rest of the chlorine from 
the ruptured container. 

The injured included 13 po¬ 
licemen. nine firemen and 
two news reporters. 

Truck driver Pat Handley 
said he spent two hours load¬ 
ing and tying down the 12 
large canisters of chlorine 
destined for Crofton on Van¬ 
couver Island to improve the 
community’s water supply, 
which has been of poor qual¬ 
ity lately. 

Handley realized he was 
losing half of his load when 
the truck stopped for a red 
light at the intersection of 


Main Street and Second Av¬ 
enue 

“1 didn't slop to look." he 
said. “It scared the hell out of 
me, that's all. I ran for it. I 
stopped the traffic up the 
street." 

It is believed a cinch hold¬ 
ing one of the chains used to 
lash down the containers 
snapped.

Police feel pay pinch Bras d ’ 0r white elephant

Saanich police, assured 
Tuesday of an interim wage 
increase, sav it will still leave 
them with the lowest wages 
of any police force In western 
or central Canada. 

By contrast, the same po¬ 
lice force was among the 
five best-paid in the country 
several years ago, according 
to Cpl. Phil Jamieson, presi¬ 
dent of the Saanich Police 
Association. 

Jamieson also said the long 
wait for a new contract hod 
made it necessary for police 
to refine some of the de¬ 
mands concerning the second 
year—1979. After two days 
of evidence and argument, 
the 1978 contract arbitration 
hearing was adjourned Tues¬ 
day with a tentative resump¬ 
tion date set for Dec. 11 by 
arbitrator Dalton Larson. 

While police are adjusting 
some of their goals because 
of the rise in cost of living, 
this is in areas other than 1978 
wages since the last contract 
expired at the end of 1977 and 
was still governed by the fed¬ 
eral anti-inflation controls 
program. 

Because the award isn’t 
expected before next year, 
Saanich Police Board met 
earlier Tuesday and decided 
to pay the policemen an In¬ 
terim guideline wage In¬ 
crease of four per cent retro¬ 
active to Jan. 1 and payable 
not later than Oct. 30 

The police, who haven’t fin-

ed presentin 
the arbitrator, are seeking to 
maintain the present sizes of 
their shifts and are asking for 
an increase In shift supervi¬ 
sory personnel, something 
they maintain is at a dra¬ 
matically low level. 

Their goal Is a staff ser¬ 
geant and two sergeants for 
each shift. Jamieson says su¬ 
pervision of shifts now ranges 
from a corporal and a ser¬ 
geant to one of either rank, or 
none at all. 

He says that a shortage of 
such manpower made it 
necessary for him to work 25 
consecutive hours two weeks 

ago. 

The police association has 
calculated that for 77.81 per 
cent of the year there is no 


one above the rank of corpo¬ 
ral or sergeant supervising 
the force. 

“The rate of supervision is 
the lowest In the province,” 
Jamieson said. 

Vancouver lawyer Jack 
Giles, representing the police 
board, has argued that the 
manning question is not with¬ 
in the arbitrator’s jurisdic¬ 
tion. Larson said he would 
wait until later to rule on the 
question. 

The police were close to a 
strike situation several 
months ago after claiming 
the police board, under Saan¬ 
ich Mayor Mel Couvelier, had 
changed a tentative agree¬ 
ment. It boiled down to a 
debate over whether a cost of 
living increase should be con¬ 


sidered pari of the basic 
wage rate—something that 
would give police a higher 
starting point for calculations 
concerning a new contract. 

Jamieson, who is also 
president of the national body 
of police unions, told Larson 
Tuesday that the men oh his 
force would have struck If it 
hadn’t been for the interven¬ 
tion of the attorney-general. 

He said they agreed to ac¬ 
cept binding arbitration 
under terms of the Essential 
Services Disputes Act be¬ 
cause they felt “It was the 
only way In this case that 
Justice could be done.'* 

He said afterward the four 
per cent wage increase would 
give the first-class constable 
$19,391 a year compared to 
western and central Cana¬ 
dian averages of $20,000 to 
$ 21 , 000 . 

Their counterparts In Vic¬ 
toria earn $19,404. In Vancou¬ 
ver the rate Is $20,088, and $1 
less than that in Toronto.

told the McDonald commis¬ 
sion investigating RCMP 
wrongdoing that they stole 30 
to 50 pounds of dyanmite 
from the Richelieu site at 
Saint-Gregoire, east of Mon¬ 
treal. 

When he arrived for work 
April 27, 1972, Tremblay said 
a Richelieu driver told him 
two of the company’s five 
warehouses had been broken 
into. 

The locks on the ware¬ 
houses had been broken and 
Tremblay’s inventory 

showed 56 sticks of dynamite, 
each 2% inches in diameter 
and 16 inches long, wore 
missing. A box containing 100 
detonator caps had been 
taken from another ware¬ 
house. 

To give an indication of the 
power of the 200 pounds of 
explosives, Tremblay told 
commissioner Guy Gilbert of 
Montreal that one pound of 
dynamite would reduce one 
cubic yard of solid rock to a 
pile of rubble. 

This was the only time any¬ 
thing had ever been stolen or 


gone missing from inventory. 
Tremblay said, and he im¬ 
mediately reported the Inci¬ 
dent to the Quebec Provincial 
Police and to the federal de¬ 
partment of energy, mines 
and resources. He rejected 
Gilbert’s suggestion that one 
of his employees could have 
stolen the dynamite. 

Tremblay said he never 
had any Idea who did take it, 
but several months later, 
Quebec Provincial Police 
showed him photographs of 
some dynamite which had 
been recovered. 

This appeared to be the 
same type of dynamite taken 
from his company, but 
Tremblay could not positive¬ 
ly identify It. 

Mounties who testified last 
week said they stole tin dyna¬ 
mite under orders from 
S.Sgt. Donald McCleery, who 
was then head of the dirty- 
tricks squad. 

Two motives have been 
given for the dynamite theft: 
To lend il to an informer to 
help him win the confidence 


of a terrorist cell, and to 
frame an alleged terrorist, 
Jacques Desormeaux. to 
force him to turn informer. 

Sgt. Bernard Dubuc, who 
was a corporal at the time, 
testified that he broke two 
locks on Richelieu ware¬ 
houses and removed one case 
of dynamite and one box of 
detonator caps after mid¬ 
night one spring night In 
1972. 

Constable Richard Daigle, 
who helped Dubuc carry the 
explosives to a waiting car, 
said they took only one very 
heavy box. He and other 
Mounties who handled it esti¬ 
mated Its weight at 30 to 50 
pounds. 

No explanation has been of¬ 
fered for the remaining 150 
pounds which Tremblay said 
were taken. 

Dubuc and Daigle said 
their case of dynamite was 
stored at McCleery’s sum¬ 
mer cottage north of Mon¬ 
treal for several months. It 
was then moved to the sum- 
met cottage of Cpl. Claude 
Brodeur, another security 
service man.

Kidney, father of two, lived 
in Ottawa. He lost his left leg 
above the knee and all the 
toes of his right foot and suf¬ 
fered nerve deafness during 


the war Since then he devel 
oped a chronic heart condi¬ 
tion. 

He received a $745-a month 
disability pension, a 1241 a 
month attendance allowance 
to help him take care of him 
self and his home, and a $100- 
a month exception Incapacity 
allowance. 


He applied to the Canadian 
pension commission for an 
unspecified increase In his 
attendance allowed because 
his wife needed help to take 
care of him. She had quit her 

t ob a year before to look after 
lim 

His application was reject 
ed and he appealed. On Fri¬ 


day he received word that the 
appeal was rejected. If It had 
been accepted, he could have 
received up to $170 more a 
month. 

The commission reviewers 
said In a decision released by 
the veterans' organization 
that "the present level of at¬ 


tendance ii adequate and 
commensurate with the vet¬ 
eran’s need for attendance “ 

Kidney himself told the 
commission he had to stop 
working last year because of 
his condition. His doctor had 
advised him not to wear his

Judge WUUam Ostler he had 
drunk everything from va¬ 
nilla extract to antifreeze 
was sentenced in Victoria 
provincial court Tuesday to 
six months in jail. 

Bertram Vem Stinson, no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty 
to theft of an automobile 
valued over 1208 
Crown counsel Nicholas 
Lang told the court Stinson 
w ent to the home of a Cobble 
Hill man S$pt. 22 to rent a 
tractor and was driven back 
to Victoria by the man, who 
lent his 1975 vehicle to an¬ 
other person. 

Lang said Stinson and the 
third person went to the Es¬ 
quimau Legion later that day 
and. when his companion 
went to the washroom. Stin¬ 
son took the keys and took off 
in the car. 

The vehicle was found the 
next day by the owner, who 
n potted it in the Ingraham 
Hotel parking lot, and Stinson 
was apprehended when he 
walked out of the hotel. 

Lang listed a lengthy and 
extensive criminal record 
dating back to 1959, and said 
Stinson had an extensive 
problem with alcohol and had 
just recently been released 
from hospital, where he was 
treated for a severe case of 
delirium tremens. 

"I’m as far down as 1 can 
go,” Stinson told the judge. 'T 
need help. I can't go on like 
this any longer.** 

Ostler', who noted Stinson 
still suffered qjightly from 
the shakes while standing in 
court, asked if ft was true he 
drank antifreeze. 

Stinson confirmed it, say¬ 
ing it was drained through 
bread. 

The judge said there was 
an excellent program at 
Alouette River prison for the 
treatment of alcoholics. 

Stinson said he had been 
there, ‘ but stayed drunk 
there most of the time.” 

He said he probably wasn't 
welcome back there because 
>ome of the counsellors were 
upset with him 
Ostler said the counsellors 
were professionals who 
would act in a professional 
manner, and sentenced Stin 
son to six months with a 
strong recommendation he 
be screened for Alouette 
River unit. 

• 

One 17-year-old received a 
nine month jail term while 
another got a suspended sen 
tence for their parts in a 
break-in Aug. 30 at the Medi 
cal Arts building at 1105 Pan 
dora. 

Scott Evan Starck. 1226 
Rudlln. received the jail term 
after Ostler noted that 
Starck, at the age of 17, was 
an admitted user of such 
drugs as Valium. LSD. speed, 
and cocaine, and also had an 
alcohol problem. 

Starck, 17-year-old Thomas 
Allen Smart. 1241 Acton, and 
William Clifford Scott, also 
17, of 1226 Budlin. were 
charged with the medical 
building break-in after two of 
i hem were found Inside the 
building, hiding in cardboard 
boxes. Drawers had been 
ransacked and Starck had a 
quantity of controlled drugs 
on him at the time. 

Scott, who was sentenced 
Sept 5 by Judge Harold 
Alder, received jail terms to¬ 
talling 18 months for two 
c ounta of breaking and enter¬ 
ing and one count of theft 
Defence lawyer Brian 
NlacKenzie asked Ostler to 
note Starck'* small physical 
stature in connection with the 
presentence report’s recom 
rnendation for the Boulder 
Bay program. He said Stank 
was not axactly an outdoor* 
enthusiast. 

However. Ostler said the 
program was probably the 
best thing for him. and said 
Starck needed counselling 
with strict discipline 
Ostler Imposed concurrent 
nine-month sentences for the 
break-in and possession of a 
stolen digital watch. 

Smart received the bus 
pended sentence and was 
placed on 18 months’ probe 
tlon by Ostler, who ordered 
Smart to attend the Metcho 
sin camp weekend program,

ate with Starck or anyone 
, else jiis probation officer 
named, and to obey a 10 
n.m. nightly curfew for the 
first four months of his pro¬ 
bation period.

Suspect charming, 
says bank worker 


*Unpalatable’ elixir 
for new pay spiral 


A man charged With utter¬ 
ing $12,700 in forged cheques 
and defrauding two banks of 
$12,500 appeared before a 
jury and Judge Leslie Cash- 
man Tuesday in Victoria 
county court. 

The trial of Leo Daniel 
Woodland, alias Robert 
Hardy and Allen White, is 
to continue today. 

The eight men and four 
women of the jury were told 
counter cheques for $7,800 
and $4,906 purportedly on the 
bank account of Vancouver 
Textiles were deposited in the 
names of Hardy and White at 
two bank branches in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Intn Lerner, proprietor of 
the firm, said such cheques 
had never been issued by him 
or anyone representing the 
company and they differed 
from the printed form of che 
ques commonly used He said 
he did not know the persons 
named. 

Staff members of Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce. 
1959 Fort, and the Bank of 
Montreal. 3616 Sheibourne 
identified the accused as a 
person who brought the chc 
ques in for deposit after 
opening accounts in March. 
1977, in the names of Hardy 
and White 

Teller Julie Nixon of the 
Bank of Montreal said a man 
using the name Hardy. whom 
>he pointed out as the ac 
cused. presented a B.C 
Hydro identification card 
bearing a photo of himself 
and describing him as an 
engineer employed at Ppwell 
River. He used the card to 
open a savings account 


Debbie Sedowick. of the 
same bank, said the same 
man two days later opened a 
chequing account using the 
same identification and giv¬ 
ing his address as Apt. 7.1334 
Pandora. Victoria. 

She said he deposited a $4, 
900 cheque to the account, 
and drew $1,900 in cash 
Beverly Meilleur, also a 
teller, testified that 12 days 
after that. Hardy withdrew 
$3,000 from the bank 
Sharon Young, a teller at 
the Canadian Imperial Bank 
of Commerce, said a man 
calling himself Allen White 
presented a Hydro ID. with 
photo, indicating him to be a 
Powell River engineer He 
opened a savings account and 
nine days later opened a che¬ 
quing account, she said, iden¬ 
tifying the accused. 

Teller Linda Young said 
the accused left with her a 
$7,806 cheque to be cleared 
for deposit by the Vancouver 


bank on which it was draw n, 
and that it was subsequently 
put in his account. 

A third Commerce teller. 
Pamela Downer, said White 
cashed a $4,000 cheque and 
presented a $3,600 cheque for 
certification, both on the 
same day. She described the 
accused as “a very charming 
maa.” average in appear 
ance and nicely dressed, and 
there was no doubt in her 
mind that the man in the 
bank and the accused were 
the same person, she said. 

John Rickerby. then a ser 
geant in Victoria police fraud 
detail, said he took a $7,800 
cheque returned by the bank 
as a forgery to the Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce 
Fort Street branch with six 
sets of photographs, lnclud 
ing the accused, who was 
known to him as Woodland. 
Four bank employees identi¬ 
fied the picture as the person 
known to them as White.

TORONTO (CP)—A return 
to wage-and-pricc controls or 
a move toward policies that 
would cause a massive In¬ 
crease in unemployment 
could be in the offing if wage 
increases start spiralling 
again, a chief official of the 
new federal monitoring 
agency warned Tuesday. 

Robert Douglas, executive- 
director of the Centre for the 
Study of inflation and Pro¬ 
ductivity. said in a speech to 
the National Dairy Council of 
Canada that there was a dan¬ 
ger some groups would try to 
make up for recent food price 
increases by demanding 
large pay raises. 

“If wage increases start to 
rise again, we could break 
out into another wage and 
price spiral that would threa 
ten all the gains we have 
made in restoring our inter¬ 
national competitiveness.” 
Douglas said. 

“Such a wage-and-price 
spiral would hurt the dollar 
badly and would pose some 
difficult policy choices for the 
government—either a return 
to controls or a massive in¬ 
crease In unemployment as 
restrictive monetary and fis¬ 
cal policies squeeze the real 
growth out of the economy. 

“These are not very palat¬ 
able choices and it makes our 
behavior over the next few 
months all that much more 
crucial.” Douglas said. 


Wage-end-price controls, 
with a pay-increase limit of 
six per cent this year, are 
being gradually eliminated 
At the same time, devalue 
tion of the dollar-*whieh 
closed at M 97 cents UJS. 
Tuesday—has made Cana 
dian industry more compete 
tlve with foreign producers 

Douglas noted that recently 
food prices had been rising 
at an annual rate of 17 per 
cent. But economists at the 
centre, which was set up to 
monitor and report on wage 
and price trends as the con¬ 
trols are removed, expect 
food prices to level off for the 
rest of the year 

But there was a danger that 
with food prices rising faster 
than wages, some groups 
would become “impatient” 
and not wait for the antici 
pated moderation, he added. 

Douglas also said the 

centre would like to sec do¬ 
mestic producers take ad¬ 
vantage of high-priced im¬ 
ports to increase their share 
of the Canadian market 

We do not want them to 
>imply increase their profits 
by pricing up to our higher- 
priced imports.” he added

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Frogs, snakes 
may push 
well project 

DUNCAN — Public reaction and widespread 
media coverage following a front page article in last 
Sunday s Colonist concerning complaints from Crofton 
residents of “black water” and of finding frogs and 
snakes in tbeir domestic water supply, may result in 
approval of a $1.5 million well project. 

North Cowkhan Aid. Graham Bruce said Monday 
that the Colonist article “could very well be the 
catalyst to achieve the residents' approval for the 
drilling of a new well at Westholme.’’ 

Bruce, a Crofton resident, agreed with the resi 
dents' complaints, and said his family also suffered 
from the same problem. 

He said his own domestic water supply was very 
bad. and at one time the supply was blocked by a 
salamander that was finally flushed through the sys¬ 
tem and appeared In the kitchen sink. 

“The whole system Is a mess and the source of 
supply, Crofton Lake, is disgusting, with dead animals 
rotting in the water,” Bruce said. 

“We have been trying for some time to come up 
with an alternative, better water supply and the only 
avenue left to us is to drill a new well at the 
Westholme School site. 

“However, this is expensive, about $1.3 million to 
$1.5 million This would amount to about $175 annually 
per householder and we did not think the residents 
would approve. 

“But perhaps, the recent media coverage of the 
problem may have brought the necessity of an im¬ 
proved water supply with pure drinking water graphi 
cally home to the residents of Crofton.” 

Bruce said he hoped North CowichanN budget sur 
plus monies could be Used to defray costs to the 
residents. “Premier Bennett has recently recom 
mended that we (municipalities) get rid of these 
surpluses.” 

Bruce said North Cowlchan would be going to the 
^—■public (Crofton) with a referendum on the proposed 
well site, “hopefully, as soon as possible.” 

Although the frogs and newts, or whatever, are 
believed to be gone now. North Cowlchan municipal 
engineer Earl Stinson says he doesn't know' when the 
Crofton water will be safe to drink unboiled. 

Chlorination has been increased bringing some 
complaints about the high chlorine levels in tap 
water. 

Health department tests are continuing. 


Tri-level rec centre opening soon

CUMBERLAND — A tri-level recreation complex, abut 
ting the gym hall and kitchen will be open by the 
end of this month. 

The complex, constructed from funds received under 
the Neighborhood Improvement Fund, cost $300,000 which 
includes some upgrading to the main gym hall. 

The 5,000 square foot complex, designed by David 
Spearing and Associates, has a meeting room, universal 
gy m, whirlpool and dry sauna on the street level. The sec 
ond level has an arts and crafts room while the third 
level down is given over to either squash or racquet ball 
with two courts. 

The gym hall, 110 by 00 feet, is one of the largest on 
the Island and was recently renovated with addition of 
new restrooms, new lighting and floor. In the latest up 
grading a large kitchen has been added with the latest in 
kitchen equipment both for cooking and cleaning. 

The wash-up area has an electric dishwasher, gar 
burator unit set in a stainless steel area with sinks and 
work area* T^ere is a frig and freezer also. The com 
mercial gas range has the latest in fire fighting equip 
ment while another area of the kitchen has a food prepa 
ration area with sinks. There are dishes for 350 people. The 
range hood and fire fighting equipment alone cost $5,000. 

New wiring and plumbing were part of the gym upgrad¬ 
ing, as well as fire escapes and fire alarm system. 

The addition has its own mechanical system and down 
stairs has an air exchange system. 

The new complex will be heavily used, recreation 


director Don Hofmann ^aid. At present there is no over all 
membership fee for use of the building facilities but if num¬ 
bers become a problem a priority system will be set up, 
Hofmann said. 

Margaret Altken Is assistant rec director and a third 
part-time person will soon be hired. That position, open to 
male or female, will begin with 20 hours a week 

Programs slated for this fall include basketball in any 
age group, adult badminton, novice badminton and teen 
badminton; after school sports for elementary school 
students, ladies keep-fit which includes the sauna and 
whirlpool, men’s noon exercise, teens instruction on proper 
use of the universal gym, men’s women’s and teen volley¬ 
ball. pre-teen floor hockey and trampoline, gymnastics, 
soccer, pre-school tumbling, parents apd tots, bingo and arts 
and crafts offered for the first time this year because of the 
addition of the new complex. 

Included in those who will use the sauna and whirlpool 
facilities will be the Comox Valley Child Development 
Centre (Cerebral Palsy and neurological disorders) which Is 
located In Cumberland across the street from the gym and 
complex. 

Some money raised in the telethon held last year was 
used to Install a lift for wheelchair patients. 

Squash and racquet ball equipment may be rented at 
the hall and any equipment damaged must be replaced. 

New rules and regulations will be posted and must be 
adhered to, Hofmann says. 

The new complex adds another dimension to a town 
with a long and envious record in the athletic field.

Language bill ‘tactless, impolite* 


The Quebec language bill is 
constitutional, but tactless, 
impolite and drafted with “an 
unnecessary element of raal 
Ice,” according to one of Can 
ada's leading constitutional 
experts. 

Dr. Edward McWhinncy, 
special consultant to the task 
force on Canadian unity, told 
about 116 members of the 
Men's Canadian Club In Vic- 
$ toria recently that he was 
tonvfttced certain undesir¬ 
able parts of the act would In 
time be removed, but It was 
necessary that these changes 
be instituted by the Quebec 
judiciary, not the Supreme 
S Court of Canada. 

I In that regard, Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau had shown 
jmi Judgment by not ask¬ 
ing the Supreme Court of 
Canada for a ruling on the 
constitutionality of the Que¬ 
bec language act. 

It would be wrong to “tm- 
pfse an Anglo-Saxon solution 
ad a basically Krench-Caaa-

McWhlnney told the audl 
ence that several clauses of 
the act had already been 
challenged in the Quebec 
courts. Some had been up¬ 
held. others declared In¬ 
valid. 

The Important thing was 
that such rulings came from 
French-Canadlan judges, 
rather than from the federal 
supreme court, he said. 

McWhlnney, author of a 
dozen books and loaded with 
credentials that Include visit¬ 
ing professorships at numer¬ 
ous unlversltes in Europe, 
advocated a course of reason 
and diplomacy in dealings 
between federal and provin¬ 
cial governments, particu¬ 
larly Quebec. 

“Co-operative federal 
ism,” he said, was the an¬ 
swer to dealing with federal- 
provincial confrontations 


McWInney said the Cana¬ 
dian constitution, the British 
North America Act, was a 
workable document and Tru¬ 
deau's plan to rewrite It, or 
bring in a new constltttion. 
was unnecessary, 

McWhinncy agreed that 
some of the world's condi¬ 
tions were probably more po¬ 
etic, but there was also the 
danger that they didn’t 
work. 

The Canadian constitution, 
he said, had a tendency to 
reflect the public's mood and 
aspirations and It was cap¬ 
able of change, not an Inflexi¬ 
ble document 

Originally favoring centra¬ 
lized government, the constl 
tutlon changed In favor of 
decentralization In the 1990s 
and got a strong provincial 
weighting, he said. 

In the 1020s, the constitu 

y 


tlon began to swing back to 
more centralization, a pro¬ 
cess that lasted until the 
1960s, McWhlnney said. 

And as for the Importance 
of the present constitutional 
problems, he said Canadians 
were inclined to overestimate 
them. 

“We may have cofptltu- 
tlonal problems, but we don't 
have terror movements. 
Home countries in Europe 
have no federal-provincial 
problems, but they have ter¬ 
ror movements,” he said. 

McWhlnney said he didn't 
believe the confrontation be¬ 
tween Quebec and Ottawa 
would lead to separation 

“There Is a great likelihood 
that the Quebec question will 
settle Into more normal rela¬ 
tions. The signs are favorable 
and I think we will be con¬ 
ducting constitutional nego¬ 


tiations with Quebec pre¬ 
miers 10 years from now,” he 
said. 

He stressed (hat the federal 
government had also learned 
to be more diplomatic in Its 
negotiations with the prov¬ 
inces. Whereas at one time, 
the federal negotiators dis¬ 
played a “holier-than-thou” 
attitude, diplomacy was be¬ 
coming a little more evi¬ 
dent. 

“Federal negotiators used 
to believe that God. right and 
the constitution were on their 
side,” he said. 

McWhlnney also touched 
on Trudeau's proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendments. He 
said he considered some of 
the proposals good, others 
very bad. Whatever changes 
were made, If any, they 
should be genuine changes to 
the better.

Kauffman, Joe Burke and WTittey Hmog 

Not a grin, mind foa: not even a smirk. That wouldn't 
be in keeping with the low-profile attitude that's stan¬ 
dard equipment with Kansas City Royals. 

It’s just that while California Angels and Texas Rang¬ 
ers were garnering attention with their froe-agent acquisi¬ 
tions, the Royals were efficiently going about winning 
their third eonsecutive title in the West Division of base¬ 
ball's American League. 

So owner Kluffman, general manager Burke and man 
ager Herxog have every right to chuckle after the Royals 
dinched the title Tuesday night with a 4-1 victory over 
Seattle Mariners. Note, however, it is the nervous chuckle of 
someone who has just had a fright. 

The Royals' third divisional title lacked the season-end 
ing tension of their first title run in 1976. And gone was the 
thrill of their fabulous stretch drive of last season, when 
they won 16 hi a row. 

No, the 197S campaign was nothing less than an old-fa¬ 
shioned borse race, and If the Royals had less talent than 
some of the other participants they certainly showed 
more staying power. ' 

Kansas City was picked to finish second by most pre 
season forecasters and even third by some. But instead, 
the Royals produced their moat mature learn yet, over¬ 
coming early inconsistency and a rash of key Injuries. 


Four teams—Kansas City, California, Texas and Oak 
land Aremained in contention through July, and with 
none of them hovering much over .560, some were caBing It 

the .title nobody wanted. 

But the Royals, down by 4 '4 games in mid-May, re¬ 
claimed the top spot a month later and after July 17 were 
out of first place for only three days. 

California was the last opponent to fade, but the Angels 
did not go without a scgre, winning three out of four in 
an early September series with the Royals at Anehelm 
to draw to within one-half game. 

But by the time the Angels visited Kansas City a week 
later, the Royals had rebuilt a 3%-game margin. They 
then delivered the knockout punch by talcing two of the 
three contests. 

It was a season that both excited and tested the Royals 
faithful, who turned out more than two million strong, even 
though Kansas City's I S-million metropolitan population 
is the smallest in the major leagues. 

Neither Clint Hurdle, touted as the successor to depart¬ 
ed John Mayberry at first base, nor speedster Willie 
Wilson, named as a threat to Amos OUs in centre field, 
turned in the sensational rookie seasons forcast for them— 
but both were respectable. 

The spring training trade of Mayberry to Toronto left a 
power void in the Kansas City attack, and the situation was 
not helped when George Brett and Al Cowens. who had hit 22 
and 23 home runs, respectively, in 1977, failed to break 


double figures this yetr. Entering the final week of the 
season, the Royals had less than 100 homers as a team. 

On the mound, right-hander Dennis Leonard had what is 

becoming a typical season for him, losing eight of his first 11 

decisions. But Leonard, who finished 29§l 2 after a slow start 
in 1977, had rebounded to a 19-17 mark midway through this 
month 

Most trying, however, were the injuries, which may well 
have prompted Herzog to seek solace in the headache 
pills manufactured by Kauffman’s pharmaceutical firm. 

Third baseman Brett was out for two stretches totalling 
32 games with shoulder and thumb injuries that will re¬ 
quire post-season surgery. Cowens, a gold glove right 
fielder, missed 27 games with a bad knee, and catcher-first 
baseman John Wathan sat out 24 games with a shoulder 
injury. ; }•/ ~ 

Shortstop Fred Patek was sidelined for 29 games In Au 
gust and September, while second baseman Frank White 
missed 22 games in August, There were still plenty of 
bright spots, however. When meran Steve Busby was 
knocked out of the starting rotation and Into the minor 
leagues in late May, rookie Rich Gale stepped in to win 
five straight games The six*foot-scven right-hander even¬ 
tually raised nis record to a high of 13-3 and thrust him 
self into rookie pltcher-of-the-year contention 

And left-hander Larry Gura, a spot starter and re¬ 
liever for two years with the Royals, joined the rotation in 
mid-June and became their late season stopper, boasting 


a 16-4 mark after picking up the victory In Tuesday night* 
title clincher. 

Fellow southpaw Paul Splittorff also lent consisted 
cy to the staff, building an 18-12 record by late Septem 
ber. Then there was reliever Al Hrabosky, a winter trade 
acquisition, who had an 8-7 mark with 19 saves. 

Offensively, a late-season slump appeared to threaten 
Brett s chances for a fourth straight 306 season, but the 
third baseman was still delivering clutch hits, along.with 
Cowens. designated hitter Hal McRae and White. 

But the major cogs In Kansas City's attack were Otis, 
catcher Darrell Porter and first baseman Pete LtCoek. 
who replaced Hurdle in late May. 

Otis slugged six home runs and drove in 28 runs during a 
21 -game stretch In early September as the Royals were 
locking up the division flag, while Porter had already es 
tablished career highs of 18 homers and 78 RBls before 
season's and. 

Over all, the Roy ale—despite a shortage of poweT^- 
were an aggressive bunch, stealing more than 200 bases 
and leading the league in doubles and triples. They 
were especially effective at home, winning nearly seven 
out of every 10 games at Royals Stadium. 

A more stable starting staff resulted in a greater numbe r 
of complete garnet than in 1977 and yet the Royals still 
ranked near the top in saves and team earned run aver 
age. 

It is almost enough to make Kauffman, Burke and Herzog 
exchange that smile for a full-fledged grin 



Fishing with Rhys Davis is an experience — pleasant, 
interesting and almost without exception a successful 
salmon hunt. And that’s the way U was on a September 
Saturday near the end of my holidays. 

The decision had been made to start in the afternoon 
and be in his favorite Coal Island waters for the last of 
the flood tide and the first of the ebb. The word at Canoe 
Cove was that salmon were scarce and recent success 
rare. But when you’re with Rhys that kind of news never 
leaves you with the thought of impending failure. It only 
means that you are going to see him at his best. 

As more than two hours passed with the only action 
provided by $ jack coho which was allowed to escape, 
it became apparent that tha report about poor fishing was 
fact But with past experience as a bolster there was 
always the failing that It was just a matter of time. And, 
once again, so It was. There was a scrappy six-and-a 
half-pounder fust after sunset, and then sudfdenly as dark¬ 
ness was setting in, there were nine and 10-pounders, also 
winter springs, about 10 minutes apart. 

It was a typical trip, Rhys was ever busy and meticu 
tous, changing strip and, ocgssionally, the Teaser, and 
( becking lure action — the continual experimentation which 
is more lhan part of probably every fishing trip he has 
made. It’s really the reason, and it fits that at 7t and 23 years 
after it was Introduced, he is not only still trying to im¬ 
prove his wonderfully successful Teaser but continues to 
work on a new lure 


This is the silver anniversary of the Strip-Teaser, 
but there* was more than another 23 yeara between idea 
and production. In fact, the experimentation which even 
tualiy led to the marketing of the Teaser lures started be¬ 
fore Rhys reached his teens and was spurred when, at 
age 12, a home-made lure brought him his first salmon. 
It was a seven-pound coho caught off Deep Cove In a 
rowboat rented from Hocking Brothers, ana It fell to a 
(ontrapUoq constructed from an old red inner-tube which 
had two wings to make it spin, was painted alumi¬ 
num In color and presented on a piece of line attached 
directly to a freshly-cut branch which was more stick 
than pole. That spawned an ambition, and while circum¬ 
stance delayed realization It never came close to making 
him forget his goal. 

After his student days, spent at Deep Cove elemen 
tary and Victoria High, he worked at pn assortment of 
jobs before settling down, at age 21, In Seattle as a fur-cut 
ter and designer. He stayed at it for 16 years, and came to 
know Puget Sound salmon waters as well as anyone. 
Hardly a weekend was missed and there were many 
before-work morning fishing trips as he continued to ex¬ 
periment with lures 

But fishing didn't take up all of his time away from the 
job, and in 1933 he met a young lady from Auburn named 
Loma Cornwell. A year later, Rhys had a lifetime partner 
who was to play a big role in the success which was still 
almost two decades away. 

* # 4k 

It was back to Vancouver Island for the Victoria-born 
Rhys In 1943, and he settled down in the family home at 
Swartz Bay. More determined than ever to Invent a 
lure which would make the use of herring strip simple, 
most of his spare hours continued to be spent In experi¬ 
mental fishing 

The big moment finally came in April 1933 when a 
lure made of cemented pieces of plastic became an instant 
success by fooling a 20-pound salmon in Canoe Pass. 
Named the Sirtp-Teaser In a moment of Inspiration, it was 
ready for marketing In three months and things were 
never to be quite the same for the Davis family after Gordie 
Bowcott of Gordon's Sporting Goods got things started by 
making the first purchase and Installing a freezer for 
the herring strip. Later that year, Edward Lipsett Ltd. 
took on an exclusive two-year contract as wholasaler and 
Rhys Davis had finally reached his goal. He had Indeed 
invented a salmon lure that made it simple to oat herring 
strip and which was effective. 

It wasn't long before Vancouver Island fishermen found 
that out. In the last five months of 1033, with Rhys cutting 
the strip and Loma doing the aaaenibiing and looking after 
saias, about 6,000 Strip-Teasers wen -old and things have 
gone onward and upward since. Rhys added the small 
Strip-Teaser, the Minnow-Teaser, the Herring-Teaser and 
the popular Super-Teaser, designed to be fished fast enough 
to discourage dogfish, which have quite a fondness for 
herring strip or other fresh halt. 

Sales have Increased every year slnca tha Taaser lures 
were introduc'd, reaching their peak this past summer with 
a record July sale. No real gtfort has been made to market 
the Teasers elsewhere than orUhe B.c. coast and Vancouver 
.Island accounts for approximately w per cent of the sales. 
But no lure has lasted as long.hr re or been as successful mi 
the figures are Impressive. Rhys, who Is quick to point out 
that the {otall price of his Teasers fe the tamo as it fas II 
years ago, won't hazard any guess but It Is safe to say that 
more than two million Teasers have been sold. They were a 
long time in coming but that makes the wattworth while

By contrast, the same po¬ 
lice force was among the 
five best-paid in the country 
several years ago, according 
to Cpl. Phil Jamieson, presi¬ 
dent of the Saanich Police 
Association. 

Jamieson also said the long 
wait for a new contract had 
made it necessary for police 
to refine some of the de¬ 
mands concerning the second 
year—1179. After two days 
of evidence and argument, 
the 1978 contract arbitration 
hearing was adjourned Tues¬ 
day with a tentative resuMf- 
tion date set for Dec. 11 by 
arbitrator Dalton Larson. 

While police are adjusting 
some of their goals because 
of the rise in cost of living, 
this is In areas other than 1978 
wages since the last contract 
expired at the end of 1977 and 
was still governed by the fed¬ 
eral anti-inflation controls 
program. 

Because the award isn’t 
expected before next year, 
Saanich Police Board met 
earlier Tuesday and decided 
to pay the policemen an in¬ 
terim guideline wage In¬ 
crease of four per cent retro¬ 
active to Jan. 1 and payable 
not later than Oct 90. 

The police, who haven’t fin-

the arbitrator, are seeking to 
maintain the present sizes of 
their shifts and are asking for 
an Increase in shift supervi¬ 
sory personnel, something 
they maintain is at a dra¬ 
matically low level. 

Their goal is a staff ser¬ 
geant and two sergeants for 
each shift. Jamieson says su¬ 
pervision of shifts now ranges 
from a corporal and a ser¬ 
geant to one of either rank, or 
none at all. 

He says that a shortage of 
such manpower made It 
necessary for him to work 25 
consecutive hours two weeks 
ago. 

The police association has 
calculated that for 77.81 per 
cent of the year there is no 


one above the rank of corpo¬ 
ral or sergeant supervising 
the force. 

“The rate of supervision is 
the lowest in the province,” 
Jamieson said. 

Vancouver, lawyer Jack 
Giles, representing the police 
board, has argued that the 
manning question is not with¬ 
in the arbitrator’s Jurisdic¬ 
tion. Larson said he would 
wait until later to rule on the 
question. 

The police were close to a 
strike situation several 
months ago after claiming 
the police board, under Saan¬ 
ich Mayor Mel Couvelier, had 
changed a tentative agree¬ 
ment. It boiled down to a 
debate over whether a cost of 
living increase should be con¬ 


sidered part of the basic 
wage rate—something that 
would give police a higher 
starting point for calculations 
concerning a new contract. 

Jamieson, who is also 
president of the national body 
of police unions, told Larson 
Tuesday that the men on his 
force would have struck if it 
hadn’t been for the interven¬ 
tion of the attorney-general. 

He said they agreed to ac¬ 
cept binding arbitration 
under terms of the Essential 
Services Disputes Act be¬ 
cause they felt "It was the 
only way In this case that 
justice could be done ” 

He said afterward the four 
per cent wage increase would 
giva the first-class constable 
$19,391 a year compared to 
western and central Cana¬ 
dian averages of $20,000 to 
$21,000 

Their counterparts in Vic¬ 
toria earn $19,404. In Vancou¬ 
ver the rate Is $20,088, and $1 
less than that in Toronto.

He rejected 
Gilbert’s suggestion that one 
of his employees could have 
stolen the dynamite. 

Tremblay said he never 
had any Idea who did take it, 
but several months later, 
Quebec Provincial Police 
showed him photographs of 
some dynamite which had 
been recovered. 

This appeared to be the 
same type of dynamite taken 
from his company, but 
Tremblay could not positive- 
ify It 


To gfve an indication of the 
power of the 206 pounds of 
explosives, Tremblay told 
commissioner Guy Gilbert of 
Montreal that one pound of 
dynamite would reduce one 
cubic yard of solid rock to a 
pile of nibble. 

This was the only time any¬ 
thing had ever been stolen or

Mounties who testified last 
week said they stole the dyna 
mite under orders Imm 
S.Sgt Donald McCleery, who 
was then bead of the dlfty-

Two motives have 1>een 
given for the dynamite theft: 
To lend it to an informer to 
hdlp him win the confidence 


of a terrorist cell, and to 
frame an alleged terrorist, 
Jacques Desormeaux, to 
force him to turn informer. 

Sgt. Bernard Dubuc, who 
was a corporal at the time, 
testified that he broke two 
locks on Richelieu ware¬ 
houses and removed one case 
of dynamite and one box of 
detonator caps after mid¬ 
night one spring night in 
1972. 

Constable Richard Daigle, 
who helped Dubuc carry the 
explosives to a waiting car, 
said they took only one very 
heavy box. He and other 
Mounties who handled it esti¬ 
mated its weight at 30 to 50 
pounds. 

No explanation has been of¬ 
fered for the remaining 150 
pounds which Tremblay said 
were taken. 

Dubuc and Daigle said 
their case of dynamite was 
stored at McCleery's sum¬ 
mer cottage north of Mon¬ 
treal for several months. It 
was then moved to the sum¬ 
mer cottage of Cpl. Claude 
Brodeur, another security 
service man.

Library strata deal plan 
is biggest board obstacle

The campaign for new ceil 
tral library quarters in Vic¬ 
toria will have to overcome 
one of its biggest obstacles 
Friday. 

B.C. Building Corporation 
directors will decide at a 
meeting that day whether it's 
possible to sell space to the 
Greater Victoria Library, 
rather than lease it. 

Directors will consider the 
strata title clause drawn up 
by Victoria city solicitor 
Jakob de Viiliers for the pur 
chase of about 50.000 square 
feet of space in the new pro 
vinclal government building 
on Broughton. 

On that decision hangs the 
fate of the new central li¬ 
brary proposal. 


If BCBC rejects the propos 
al. renting the space will be 
the only option, but Esqui¬ 
mau council, one of the four 
partners of the library sys¬ 
tem. has made it clear that it 
doesn’t want to enter into s 
rental agreement. It wants 
the space to be owned muni¬ 
cipally, rather than provin- 
daily. 

If the building corporation 
agrees to the purchase pro¬ 
posal, the strata title clause 
will be in place, but the part 
ners don’t necessarily have to 
exercise that option. 

It will be a separate agree 
ment which could be enforced 
on any anniversary date of 
the signing of the main 
agreement 

That main agreement, 
meanwhile, has been signed 


by BCBC. but the city of Vic 
toria has been withholding Us 
signature until the strata title 
question has been resolved. 

The city acta as the agent 
for the library board which 
can’t hold property or lease it 
in Us own name. 

Victoria Aid. Murray Gla¬ 
zier (old a library board 
meeting Tuesday that initial 
response from BCBC to the 
strata title proposal hadn’t 
been very encouraging. 

He said a number of diffi¬ 
culties would have to be ov cr 
come to facilitate the pur 
chase of space in the 
building. 

One problem was the ques¬ 
tion of whether the library 
board would also accept re 
sponsibiiity for a certain 
number of the parking spaces 
under the building.

Charges of political ma 
nipulation were levelled at 
the provincial cabinet Tue.v 
day following the release of 
two conflicting draft reports 
on the Cowichan estuary 

Both reports were obtained 
by the Colonist, but have not 
been released to the public 

The first, prepared by the 
government’s Cowichan Ks 
tuary Task Force and titled 
Executive Summary, takes a 
hard line against industrial 
development in the estuary 
and says fish stocks in the 
estuary may be declining. 

The Executive Summary 
says it was “designed for 
submission to the Environ 
ment and Land Use Commit 
tee and presents the major 
findings of the Cowichan Es 
tuary Task Force 1978.” 

The second document, also 
prepared by the task force, is 
a later draft plan dated Sep 
tember, 1978. It recommends 
that additional industrial and 
commercial development be 
permitted in the estuary 

The Executive Summan 
was prepared before the 
draft plan, task force chair 
man Bryan Gates confirmed 
Tuesday. 

Sierra Club spokesman Bob 
Nixon said Tuesday the two 
reports are “clear written 
evidence of political manipu* 
lation of the task force's find 
ings by government and a 
rejection of factual evidence 
which called for no develop¬ 
ment. It verifies our earlier 
assertion that the original 
findings (of the task force) 
were tampered with by cabi 
net.” 

The executive summary 
also recommends that the es¬ 
tuary be divided into three 
zones: Restricted, Conser¬ 
vancy and Assessment. 

It describes these zones as 
the following: 

• Restricted Zone. “No 
further development is per¬ 
mitted in the restricted /one. 
This includes the majority of 
the intertidal area. Such a 
precautionary approach is 
recommended to protect fish¬ 
ery resources as fish stocks 
may be declining and im 
pacts on habitat are ap 
parent. Potential alternative 
sites for industry have been 
identified.” 

• Conservancy Zone. “De¬ 
velopment within this area is 
limited to agriculture, recr* 
ation, wildlife habitat, tour 
ism (uses compatible with 
existing agricultural capabi¬ 
lities) . .” 

• Assessment Zone. 
“Areas within this zone are 
open for possible develop¬ 
ment. This includes existing 
industrial sites, the proposed 
Doman channel area. West 
can and CN expansion and 
industrial lands between 
Westcan and Doman Indus 
tries Ltd. Creation of this 
zone is recommended to meet 
the demands of Industry for 
space and continued eco¬ 
nomic efficiency, while im¬ 
posing minimal environmen¬ 
tal impacts on the estuary. 

Meanwhile, task force 
chairman Bryan Gates said 
Tuesday the September draft 
plan would require further 
changes and that It was not a 
final document. 

“We’ve changed many 
things in the last few weeks. 
We re working on changes 
throughout,’' Gates said in an 
interview. 

Gates said he was not cer¬ 
tain when the final report 
and appendices would be 


ready However, he indicat¬ 
ed that it could be soon 

The three zones named in 
the September draft plan are 
identical to the ones named in 
the Executive Summary, but 
the conditions for industrial 
development are changed. 

The draft plan says exist 
ing industries may have to 
expand into the “restricted 
zone,” and defines the three 
zones as follows: 

• Restricted zone: den 
erally the approximately 875 
acre area bounded on the east 
by the zero tideiine and oo the 
west by a line following the 
existing sea dykes and natu¬ 
ral river channels near the 
present high tideline. No de¬ 
velopment or industrial use 
is permitted, with four spe¬ 
cific exceptions: 

(a) A well-defined access 
route from deepwater to the 
Doman Industries millpond. 

(b) A log storage site to 
accommodate flat-rafted logs 
(0 M*r\e the Doman saw 
mill. 

(c) An expansion of the 
existing Canadian National 
dock facility at or below low 
tideline. 


(d) An expansion of the 
Westcan dryland storage fa¬ 
cility 

Although the zone is 
termed “restricted,” the 
plan also notes: “It is re cog¬ 
nized that if the existing 
major industrial operations 
on the estuary (Doman In¬ 
dustries, Westcan Terminals. 
Canadian National) are to 
maintain economic viability , 
they may.have to expand, not 
only within the confines of 
their present land areas, but 
also on a limited scale into 
the Restricted Zone. '' 

• Conservancy Zone: 
About 377 acres of privately- 
owned and agricultural re¬ 
serve lands and river chan¬ 
nels landward of the restrict¬ 
ed zone that could be 
developed for agriculture, 
recreation, tourism and con 
servafion. 

An environmental impact 
assessment and review pro 
MW would be required for 
“one possible industrial de 
velopment” within this con 
servancy zone. Of this one 
development, the report 
says: 


(a) “It is recognized that 
certain benefits could be rea 
lized by providing a trans¬ 
portation link from the exist¬ 
ing Doman Industrie a 

millslte and adjacent assess¬ 
ment zone to the existing Ca¬ 
nadian National and MacMiI- 
lan Bloedel rights-of-way 
which lead out to the dock 
facility." 

• Assessment Zone: About 
180 acres within the estuary 
including some existing in¬ 
dustrial sites. Open to review 
for possible development, in¬ 
cluding industrial develop¬ 
ment, under an envlronmen 
tal Impact assessment 
process. 

Of this third and final as¬ 
sessment zone, the report 
says: 

“It is recognized that some 
degree of Industrial/com- 
mercial expansion in the es¬ 
tuary may be socially and 
economically beneficial. This 
uould be most likely only If 
\urh developments did not . 
impose irreversible Impacts 
on the natural resources of 
either the restricted zone or 
the consen ancy zone ”

“end-run around meaningful 
negotiations at the bargain 
ingtablt.” 

The tactics, he said, 
showed a “dear pre-deter 
mination on wages and bene 
flu will have already been 
made no matter what the 


economic climate in our 
province may be next year.” 

He said there was already 
ample evidence that the 
“confidential meetings" 
were bearing fruit.
